is on the matter of faith, our ecclesias- 

“cal friend has still intensified the mystery. I 
prefer to Pauls the definition of the English 
Ner. J. Hawes, who pronounces faith an affec- 
tionate practical confidence in the testimony of 
God? How much better this than ‘the sub- 
gance of things hoped for, the evidence of 
shines not seen.’ If not too audacious I would 
gall faith in the Bible a firm belief in the Chris- 
Man attributes of God, with the additional be- 
Hef that he uttered or inspired the contents of 
the Holy Scriptures. I must confess, however, 
mat religious faith generally assumes a much 
wider range. It is syhonymous with complete 
Trust, as distinguished from belief founded on 
proof. Paul vaguely intimates this. IL have faith 
ip the purity of a friend and the solvency of a 
bank, Yetmy credulity has fits of wavering. 
Bank and friend may prove treacherous. I 
cannot say with propriety I have faith ina 
mathematical result, susceptible of closest dem- 
onstration. Faith is confidence without proof. 
The highest order of religious faith is blind and 
suspicionless It scorns proof, and contemns 
the man who asks for proof. I do nat quarrel 
wich such faith so long as it is engineered by 
pure morals, Faith, on the banks of the Niger 
and the’ Ganges, impels men and women to 
zell- slaughe er and most beastly enormities. In 
past uncouth geg, faith, affectedly based upon 
the teachings of tho Nazarene, invented the ex- 
qulaite tortures of the Inquisition, drenched 
Franco with the blood or Huguenots, and pro- 
voked long and direful wars. The substrata 
aud casentials of the varied Christian ereeds are 
avery few clearly defined apothegms. They 
inculcate rigid morality. But above active vir- 
tues towers A zealous and fiery fwth in non-es- 
sentials that develops itself in a furious prose- 
ra, A necessary characteristic of euch 
fath is intolerance. The Methodist wonders at 
See existence of a religious belief differing from 
Ks own. The Catholic forgives the heathen for 
his ignorance, but pities the gross delusion of 
enlightened men The Mohammedan em- 
braces in the same laugh of derision both 
Methodist and Catholic, Different denomina- 
tions have more respect and charity for the infi- 
del than for each other. I have already said 
the foundation of Christian creeds is essentially 
the same—moral axioms, to which the intelli- 
gent mind readily yields credence. They are 
abstract truths, that commend themselves, re- 
gardless of their especial authenticity and pa- 
ternity. The foolish and wayward man is im- 
d with the authority and sanctity of the 
awgiver, The wise man reverences a truth, 
egardless of its source, The great principles 
£ justice and brotherly love, a8 enunciated in 
ye Word, demand no exercise of faith for 
wir adoption. They require no luster from 
spiration, Iruth, wherever found, is Cod. es- 
nee. The revels of faith are in an airy re- 
in far remote from practical and useful truth.

Ko one ever equaled Walter Scott in descriptive 

fer, yet no two persons gather the same 
topographical idea from hia ploturesque limn- 
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the Satan of Milton and the Mephistophilea of 
Goethe. Yet both creationsare extracted from 
the biblical Genius of Evil. Notwithstanding 
the infinite variety of human mind and its in- 
ability to grasp the exact conception of its fel- 
low mind, our faith is summoned to supply the 
deficiency. We are doomed and damned unless 
we stretch that faith to the full measure of an- 
other's ideas. A prominent Christian church 
makes its Council of Bishops an authorized in- 
terpreter of traditions to the laity, and an infal- 
luble expounder. It rears the Council above the 
Bible, and exacts implicit faith in their revela- 
tions. I like not such assumption. There is 
no sane man who doubta a great and good God, 
with attributes of kindness and power, A uni- 
verse surrounds us for our delight and wonder. 
Our individual mechanism, with ability to think, 
surpasses all other created mitter combined. 
Reason, not faith, guides us to constant adora- 
tion of an Infinite Creator. Ascetieism is no 
part of intelligent worship. Rancorous dis- 
quisition about meaningless dogmas is not wor- 
ship. Creeds seem to run into wild mysticism 
in order to provoke an excess of faith. Modern 
religion reveals all the ingenuity of old Poly- 
theism without its simplicity. The interpreters 
of the Bible confuse the text. Its annotations 
obscure ita meaning. We are constantly called 
upon for faith, when our reason should be in- 
voked—faith for the misconstructions and here- 
sies of our teachers. 

“When Alexandria vas taken by the Saracens, 
Amron, General of the victorious army, wrote 
thus to the Caliph: ‘I have captured thd City 
of the West. It is of much extent. con- 
tains innumerable wonders. There are in it 
four thousand baths, twelve thousand dealers in 
fresh oil, four thousand Jews who pay tribute, 
and four hundred comedians. It has hesides 
a wonderful collection of rare books —alluding 
to the ſamaus hbrary of the Ptolemies, Spare 
baths and oil dealers and Jews and comedians,’ 
wrote back Caliph Omar to General Amron, 
“but burn those books. If they say nothing 
but what is in the Koran, they are useless; if 
anything contradictory to it, dangerous? And 
go an auto-do-fe was made of the collated liter- 
ature of the olden world. It was an act of 
Mohammedan faith Modern faith, in the glare 
of enlightenment, 14 equally blind and unseru- 
pulous.”

He is not a tenth part so 
strong in natural resources ag Jonathan, and 
we have but to let Ins wares severely alone to 
make the surly fellow as umble as Uriah Heep. 
Thirty per cent of his whole exports have for 
several years come to this country. Nor wiil 
our patriotie women be required to impair their 
charms by digcarding British fabrics, for in 
colors, texture aud style many descriptions of 
American dry goods are at the very top of the 
world’s market. Patriotism, economy, and a 
desire to please the young gentlemen (who are 
full of suppressed wrath against England), con 
cur in making this movement take“ among 
our women. But we doubt whether the ani- 
mosity against England is yet up to that pont, 
The women will buy the prettiest dry goods 
they can find, and our manufacturers must not 
trust to patriotism for the control of the market, 
but secure it by the stylo and quality of their 
goods.

Tne CarTPLOV En. — The Revue Jortecole 
extracts from a German newspaper the method 
used by the Dutch to obtain their cauhflowers, 
so famous for their mze and delicacy.

Tn the Autumn they dig deep some ground 
that has not been manured; at the beginning 
of May they sow the large English cauliflower 
upon a bed of manure, and cover it with straw 
mats at night. When the young plants ore 
three or four inches high, they harrow the 

und that had been prepared the Autumn be- 
fore, and with a wooden dibble eighteen inches 
long, they make holes about ten inches deep at 
proper distances apart, and enlarge them by 
working the dibble round till the hole at the 
top is about three inches in diameter. They 
immediately fill these holes with water, and re- 
peat this three times the same day. In the 
evening they fill them with sheep's dung, leav- 
ing only room enough for the young plant, 
which they very carefully remove from the bed 
of manure and ‘place it in the bole with a little 
earth. Directly afterwards they give them a 
good watering, and as soon os tho sun begins to 
dry, water them again, Furthermore, as the 
planta grow they dig round them, and earth 
them up in rowa When the head is forming 
they pinch off some of the lower leaves of tho 
plant, and use them to cover the young bead.

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FLAX CULTURE. 


The following article, from the Prairie Far- 
mer, though intended for the latitude of Illi- 
nois, is not out of place in this State. There is 
hardly any portion of the State in which this 
article cannot be grown and manufactured with 
advantage to the producer. In olden times in 
the United States there was hardly a farmer's 
family that did net raise its own flax crop, and 
do a little something in the manufacture of 
linen for domestic purposes. As King Cotton 


has ceased to reign, it may be that the domin- 
ion of flax is about to return. In this connec- 


tion the following suggestions may not be out of 
place: 


The interruption in the supply of catton in 
England as well as America has given a new 
impetus to the question of flax growing, espec- 
fully here and in Ireland In earlier days, be- 
fore cotton claimed to be king, flax was largely 
grown in this country, both for seed and fiber, 
and the fitting out of a bride was not in any way 
complete unless ıt contained a goodly stock of 
linen wares, made by the bride’s own hands, 
and with what pride ara theso stocks of linen 
now referred to by our grandmothers and mo- 
thers. It was no disgrace then to have it 
known that such articles were home-made. 
But the labor of preparing the fiber was long 
and tedious, and the facility with which cotton 
could be grown, and the improvements in the 
machinery for its manufacture, soon gave it 
almost the entire field, and the old loom and 
wheel were laid aside as mementoes of the 
pist. In Ireland the cheap labor used to culti- 
vite flax also had its influence upon the manu- 
facture here. We could grow breadstuffs and 
import linen goods, which we do to the extent 
of $15,000,000 or more per year from England, 
Tt is well known that flax is very easily grown, 
and that it will grow on a diversity of soils. 
The question may then be asked, is there a mar- 
het for the crop? The United Kingdom is the 
largest manufacturer of flax, and eight or ten 
years ago required the product of 600,000 acres 
to supply its spindles with flax fiber, and at the 
same time used 5,200,000 bushels of seed for 
oil manufacture. This latter came and still 
comes principally from Russia, and about two- 
thirds of the fiber used in England comes from 
out of the kingdom, and notwithstanding the 
enormous increase in cotton manufacture, that 
of linen has constantly increased, and the most 
strenuous efforts are being put forth by agents 
of manufacturera to encourage the cultivation 
of flax in India and other countnes, giving all 
the instructions and information possible con- 
cerning its cultivation. In addition to the fiber 
and seed being always in demand in England, 
almost the entire crop of oil cake made in the 
United States finds a market there, at good 
prices, for the purpose of feed for cattle and 
sheep As there is always a home market for 
flax seed, and recent movementg in the manu- 
facture of the ilber having very much lessened 
the tıme and cost of doing it, we expect to see 
that branch of agriculture receive much atten- 
tion, and that a market will soon be made for 
all the fiber that can be grown, at a paying 
price to the farmer. 

To those who propose to try the culture of 
flax another we will give some general directions, 
as practiced by tho most successful cultivators 
in Ireland and this country 

Soil.—In Ireland, tbat soil having a clay sub- 
soil is considered the best for its growth, while 
our alluvial prairie soils are believed to be equal 
to any in the world for the production of fiber 
orsced The crops succeed better after corn 
thin after root crops. 

Preparition.—The ground should be per- 
fectly free from weeds—they having been re- 
moved from the field, root and branch, or 
burned, and the ashes spread upon the ground, 
The land should be plowed deep, and if clay 
subsoil it will be well to bring some of it up to 
mix with the other soil, do it in the Fall, to 
give the land the benefit of the Winter frosts 
and air. As soon as possible in the Spring get 
on to the ground with the harrow and clod 
crusher, and thoroughly pulverize it. The usual 
method of laying off the land is m ridges— 
say three or four paces wide—to facihtate the 
pulling. 

Seeding —About two bushels of cleaned seed 
13 the usual quantity sown, either broadcast of 
drilled; if broadcast, a fine harrow should be 
ı -ed to cover; then roll it, but not too heavily, 
April is the usual time for seeding. 

Cultivation.— The value of the crop depends 
very much upon its freeness from all weeds and 
foreign substances. The drilling process will 
facilitate the weeding of it, over broadcast sow- 


ing. 

flarvesting —This js done by pulling, and the 
time determmed by the color of the straw and 
seed, the straw should be of a yellow color, and 
the seed have assumed a light brown. When 
pulled it is usually bound in small bundles and 
stacked in small ehecks to dry, The threshing 
of the seed ig done by pounding, ar, which 8 
better, by pissing the straw between two rallera 
near enough to each other to break the ball 
without erushing the straw. The straw may 
then be stacked if tp be saved for market. 
The usual yield of straw is from 8,000 to 4,000 
pounds, and seed from 12 to 16 bushels per 
ACTO. 

The regent discovery of the effect of steam at 
a bigh pressure (200 lbs, to the inch) in the pre- 
paration of the fiber, softening all the gummy 
and resinous matter, thus making it easy to re- 
move them with the woody sybstance, is des- 
tined to work as great a revolution in the man- 
ufacture of flax as the cotton gin did in cotton. 
The product of the plant is left as fine and soft 
as cotton, and machinery is fast being adapted 
to spinning it, The crop dependa much upon 
the seed. It is not well to grow from the same 
secd for successive years, but to change often, 
securing that which is plump and oily, Riga or 
Calcutta seed gives a heavier and longer straw 
than our American seed, and if to be obtained 
at a far price, would be preferred. In Great 
Britain the Riga flax js preferred, and is im- 
ported from the Baltic. That from Germany, 
which w of a fine quality, will be next preferred. 
The seed from Ruesja ig mostly used there for 
the manufacture of ol, 

Machinery is being erected in the Bast and In 
Ohio for the working of flax by the improved 
methods, and we expect soon to chronicle the 
commencement of operations in this city. 
Meantime we would recommend our readers to 
prepare a piece of ground and try the experi- 
ment of raising the plant. 


New Haursminr —The Republican State 
Convention of New Hampshire met at Concord, 
ist instant, and nominated a State ticket. The 
call was broad and liberal, like the one issued in 
this State, and many Democrats took part in 
the Convention. Indecd, so far as the Republi- 
cans could influence the election of delegates 
and the action of the Convention, party lines 
were ignored. But past political animosities 
could not be healed at once, nor could the prej- 
udices of party be entirely forgotten, even 
though the issues which have heretofore divided 
the people have been blotted out by a danger 
which calls for entire unanfmity in sustaining 
the Government. Nevertheless, the Repub- 
licans, with a very large majority in the 
Convention, were maguanimous to their po- 
litical opponents. The renomination of Goy- 
ernor Berry, who has held his office but 
one year, was almost a foregone conclusion. 
It was effected fairly, though a very handsome 
vote was given to Paul J. Wheeler, Democrat, 
Dr. Dixi Crosby of Hanover (Democrat) was 
paTpipated for the only other office on the State 
ticket, the Secretary of Btate and other execu- 
tive officers being chosen by the Legislature. 
The resolutions of the Convention entirely ig- 
nore all political topics of the past, and address 
themselves ta the vital lyes of the present, 
the support of the Government and the vigar- 
ona prosecution of the war, They form a plat- 
form of principles upon which all who are pa- 
triotic can unite, and the application of which 
to tho administration of te tate Government, 
in its executive and legislative branches, will 
keep New Hampshire in the foremost rank of 
loyal and patriotic States.

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OLD MASSACHUSETTS 

The following is an extract from Governor 
Andrew’s recent message, in which he treats of 
our national troubles, und the despotism of the 
South: 

The ultimate extinction of human slavery is 
inevitable. That this war, which is the revolt 
of slavery (checkmated by an election and per- 
manently subordinated by the Census) not 
merely against the Union and the Constitution, 
but against popular goyernment and democratic 
institutions, will deal it a mortal blow, is not 
less inevitable. 

I may not argue the proposition; but it is 
true. And, while the” principles and opmions 
adopted in my earliest manhood, growing with 
every year in strength and intelligence of con- 
viction, point always to the policy of justice, 
the expediency of humanity, and the necessity of 
duty, to which the relations of our Governu- 
ment and people to the whole subject of slavery 
form no exception, so that I have always be- 
lieved that every constitutional power belonging 
to the Government, aud eyery just influence of 


the people, ought to be limit and termi- 
nate this enormous wro fhich -curses not 
only the bondman and his but blasts the 


very soil they stand u J yet mean, as I 
have done since the beginn of the tt Secos- 
sion —I mean to continue to school myself to 
silence. T cannat euapect that my opinions, in 
view of the past, can be musconceiyed by any 
to whom they may be of the mighteat conse- 
quence or curiosity. 

Nor do I believe that the faith of Massachu- 
setts can be mistaken or misinterpreted, The 
record of her declared opimons ia resplendent 
with instructions, and even with prophecy ; but 
she was treated for years asthe Cassandra of 
the States, disliked because of her fidelity to the 
ancient faith, and avoided because of her warn- 
ings and her testimony. And now, when the 
Divine Providence is leading all the people in 
ways they had not imagined, I will not dare at- 
tempt to run before, and possibly mpeni the 
truth itself. Let him lead to whom the people 
have assigned the authority and the power. 
One great duty of absorbing, royal patriotism, 
which is the public duty of the occasion, de- 
mands us all to follow. Placed in no situation 
where it becomes mo to discuss his policy, I do 
not even stop to consider it. The only ques- 
tion which I can entertain is what 20 do, and 
when that question is answered, the other is 
what next to doin the sphere of activity where 
it is given me to stand For by deeds, and not 
by words, is this people to accomplish their 
salvation. 

Let ours be the duty in this great emergency 
to furnish, in unstinted messure, the men and 
the money required of us for the common de- 
fense. Let Massachusetts ideas and Massachu- 
setts principles go forth, with the industrious, 
sturdy sons of the Commonwealth, to propa- 
gate and intensify in every camp, and upon 
every battle field, that love of equal liberty, 
and those rights of universal humanity, which 
are the basis of our institutions, but let none 
of us who remain at home presume to direct 
the pilot or to seize the helm. To the civil 
head of the National State, to the military 
head of the National Army, our fidelity, our 
confidence, our constant, devoted, unwavermg 
support, rendered in the spirit of intentional 
freemen, of large-minded citizens, conscious of 
the difficulties of government, the responsibih- 
ties of power, the perils of distrust and drvi- 
sion, are due without measure and without 
reservation. 

The great rebellion must be put down, and its 
promoters crushed heneath the ruins of their 
own ambition. The greatest crime of history 
must receive a doom 80 sift and gure that the 
enemies of popular government shall stand in 
awe while they contemplate the elastic energy 
and concentrative power of democratic institu- 
tions and a free people. The monstrous ohar- 
acter of the crime bas never yet been ade- 
quately conceived, nor is language able fitly to 
describe it Groundless and causeless in its 
origin, it beg&n and grew up, and continued, 
under the lead snd direction of men who had 
received all the fayors and enjoyed all the bless- 
ings of our Government, and who were hound 
by official oaths to maintain it. Reckless of 
consequences, and determined to ruin where 
they could not rule, they conspired against the 
welfare of nearly thirty millions of people 
and of their countless posterity, they 
plunged them, with incopgeivable madness, into 
every danger, and suifering and sorrow, which 
can be generated by domestic war, and they 
stand with soula blackened by the selfishness 
and aydapiqus hapbamty of the ompe—red- 
handed and guilty before God and history, of 
the slaughter of the innocent and the blood of 
the brave Whether right or wrong in ita de- 
mestic or its foreign policy, judged by whatever 
standard, whether of expediency or of principle. 
the American cltigen can recognize no social 
duty intervening between himself and his coun- 
try. He may urge reform, but he has no right 
to destroy. Intrusted with the precious mherit- 
ance of Liberty, endowed with the giſt of par-

Kansas Lanp Case — Washington, Jan. 3 — 
The contested land claim of General Lane 
and Gaius Jenkins, involving the title to a 
quarter section of land adjoining Lawrence, 
Kansas, has been finally decided hy the Com- 
missioner of the Land Office, the Commissioner 
of Indian Affairs, and the Secretary of the In- 
terior, unequivocally in favor of General Lane 
The merits of the case have been exhaustively 
presented on both sides by eminent legal ad- 
visers, and involved the original parties in a 
personal conflict on the claim, resulting in the 
wounding of General Lane and the desth of 
Gaius Jenkins. The case bas excited great in- 
terest throughout the legal circles of the various 
Departments and the country at large, The 
decision vindicating General Lane in hia riglit 
to the property was rendered on the last day of 
December.

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AGRIOULTURAL MATTERS. 


Maxmo Manvzz.—The Genesee Farmer has 
the following suggestivo remarks upon this sub- 
ject: 

We do not know which is most generally 
neglected, the making or the saving of mauures. 
Few farmers ever seriously ait down to think 
how they cau make manure. They feed their 
horses, sheep and hogs a certain quantity of 
hay, straw, stalks and grain. A portion of this 
thoy know u retained in the animal, or 18 dissi- 
pated into the sır with the breath, and the re- 
mainder is ejected from the body, mixed with 
more or less water. This we call manure. Put 
on the land, it increases the crops. So much is 
known. But what more ls generally known? 
What u manure? Ask the firat farmer you 
meet, and see if he has ever given the subjset 
auy serions consideration Ask him it he plows 
under a ton of atraw, if that is good manure, 
and he will tell you 10 fa not worth much. Ask him 
if he feeds that one ton of straw to cattle, if it 1 
good manure then, and he will probably answer 
yeu. But tf it not. It is as much straw in the one 
Case as in the other. If the original straw was 
worth very little as manure, itis certainly worth

ody of an animal, e anime nothin 
toit. It may be ım a beiter condition to analy 
to the land, but it containa no more plent food; 
in fact, it does not contain quite so much, for 
the animal has abstracted some portion of the 
food, although it in true that the greater portion 
of that which is removed has not much manarial 
value. The vender of a patent apparatus for 
steaming food recently told us that the increased 
valas of the manure would, of itself, pay all the 
expense of ateaming hay, straw, cornatalka, ete. 
The poor man was evidently in earnest, but we 
could not help laughing af him. We tried to 
explain that if the food did not contain the 
requisite elements to make good manure, all the 
docking in the world would not develop them 
If a ton of straw or cornstalks contain only five 
pounds of nitrogen, the manure made from it 
can contain no more, We told bim that he 
might rot it, cook it, digest it, or do what he 
pleased with it, and he would have only the five 
pounds of nitrogen. He could not make rich 
manure by steaming food that does not contain 
the requisite elements. “You cannot make a 
whistle out of a pig’s tail.” Tes, I can,” he 
rephed; “ for s woman in our town has done it |’ 
and he left, thinking that he had the best of the 
argument. What we wish to urge upon the 
consideration of the readers of the Genesee 
Farmer w this: to make mch manure you must 
feed rich food. The manure made from three 
buahels of peas is worth more than that made 
from a ton of straw. One ton of clover hay will 
make manure worth ag much as that made from 
four tons of straw or staika. We must not beun- 
derstood as underrating the importance of straw 
on the farm. It is a valuable article, indispens- 
able to the successfal and economics! manage- 
ment of cattle or sheep. But do not suppose that 
atraw or atalke alone will make good manure. 


Brora Porarozs —The following are a few 
very useful hints on this subject from the Scot- 
tish Farmer: 


Before the appearance of the disease in 1845, 
it was quite common to store potatoes in large 
masses in houses. The roots would often keep 
sound in this state through the greater part of 
the Winter. No fermentation was induced, and 
any little heat generated had the effeot of caus- 
ing the roots to sprout. Since that time, how- 
ever, things have been entirely changed In 
1845 the larger portion of the crop was taken 
up to all appearaace quite sound, but when 

ever it was stored in large pits or in houses a 
destructive fermentation speedily reduced them 
to arotten mass. It has been observed that 
thunder storms seem to atimulate the latent 
needs of the disease, and promote firat the de- 
struction of the haulm and then that of the tu- 
bers. It hag been found that putting together 
potatoes in large quantities has often had the 
effect of spreading the taint through the whole 

For this reason it ig seldom thst they are now 
stored in hopses. The smaller the quantities 
that can be ppt together the beiter, as ıt will 
diminish the risk of their gpoiling The nar- 
rower, therefore, the pits are made, so much 
the more chance is there of the raota keeping 
through the Winter, and not sprouting prems- 
turely in the Spring It is far from advisable 
to begin to atore before the weather becomes 
cool, as heat is very apt to spread the destruct- 
ive taint. 


CAN Favir.—In reference to this subject, 
the Fruit Preservers? Manugl, published at 
Rochester (N. F.), says: 


The yery best method known, is to heat the 
fruit in the can, thoroughly through, by steam- 
mg at a temperature of about 218° or 220°, and 
then by sealing while hot, exclude the air. This 
method so far as respects the degree of temper 
ature and manner of heating. is believed to 
have been ynknow befara bheing practiced by 
the writer By heating in the can the frmt is 
not broken snd reduced to & mass; the ar ia 
sufliciently expelled, and the gealing is moat 
easily accomplished, By heating at a tempera- 
ture of 218° or 220°, as before intimated, the 
tendency of the starch to change to sugar being 
partly or wholly counteracted, and the vitality 
of the yeast fora while neutralized, fermenta- 
tion is for the time prevented. By heating, hy 
ateaming, this part of the process is much more 
convenjently performed than in any other way, 
the temperature is readily raised to the required 
degree, and the whole exterior of the an being 
eamaliy exposed to the heating medium, und 
the interior being filled with compressed steam, 
in contact with sil parts of the fruit not covered 
by the juices, every portion of the fruit is heated 
equally and completely. By sesling while hot 
the external air is excluded at the time when 
ihe air within the can ig highly raniied aud go 
much expanded, that when separated from that 
withoyt, there is not enough of it to reviyify 
and again energize the yeast.

Gazette says. “The best mode of ventilating 
stables, or any other buildings, 1s to make pro 
vision for the admiesion of pure air from the 
exterior and the eacape of the foul and ex-

The 
demand is confined entirely to parcels suitable 
for mulling purposes Manufacturers are in 
in light stock, and the local febbing trade 18 
quite sufficient to consume all they manufac 
ture—which perbaps does not exceed ons- Third 
their uaual working capacity. Millers are not 
inclined to esrry full stocks Bf present market 
rates of wheat, though at the current prices of 
both extra and superfice flour a fair milling 
profit is the result. There is Yome speculation 
among commission men, millerg and producera 
as to the available supply of wheat still remsip- 
ing in the country, and the conclusion ig that 
the de is ampie till harvest for all home 
and coast demend, both north and sonth, but 
beyond that we ahali probably have none to

P Barley is in fair request, both for feed snd 
brewing purposes. The supplies at hand are 
scarcely adequate to the demand, and prices are 
slowly improving, though we do not look for 
any important advance as stocks in farmers’ 
hands are ample for all our wants.

Mussns Eprrons I read there is a proposi- 
tion to tax the Chinese lahorera, or their em- 
ployers, 84 per month. This will make their 
labor come so high we might as well give up 
the idea of using our overflowed landa at onde. 
We would not, if this law passed, be able to 
cultivate rico, cotton, or sugar, at ali, nor be 
able to plant hops, tobacco, and many other 
matters which require abundant labor, except 
ona very small geale, in fact, we should be 
sontined to the business we have been doing, 
and no more In common with many other 
farmers, the rang of grain crops had com 
pletely crippled me before the freshet, and now 
that business lıfe has to be commenced again, 
u looks hard to ses opportunities T thought ex- 
isted to make my land again valuable legislated 
away. Please tell our representatives to tax 
forcignera in the mines as much as they please, 
bat let them alone when we get them in the 
ege and valleys, We cannot work without 

slp; we cannot plant auch crops as I have 
mentioned above without labor in abundance, 
and st timea cheap Make us pay this tax, (and 
it comes from the employer) and we mus! give 
up all thought of agrcultural business that re- 
quires laborers in any numbers. l 

Let it be once underatood that the value of 
labor, snd the umount of monthiy 1 to 
ba a matter of legisletive jurisdiction, and no 
more movey will be invested in the improve- 
ment of lands, or the growth of those crops 
which admit of afier manufacture. The move-

Just the reverie leginlation is now wanted to 
bring out Calfornia’s trae interest. Ingtead of 
discouraging Chinese labor in the tiliags of the 
Soll, It should be encouraged in every possible 
way With their help, we can introduce new 
crops, make business for every boat upon our 
rivers, team upon our roads, and build up 
dwellings, business and manufactures in the 
cies The moment our labor is taxed or in- 
terfered with, all these pe ig must be given 
up for the present, aud only be thought of as 
things which may happen in the dim and dis- 
tant future, when our State is crowded with 
white laborers. Cotton, rice, and otber pro- 
ductions groen dy slave labor, have given em- 
ployment to millions of white men. On a small 
Scale, the productions of Chinese labor may be 
made to benefit the white men of Oaliforma.

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the Government with banks beyond the duty of 
compelling them to furnish security for their 
circulation, and certifying that the bonds had 
been deposited, and that the bills for the circu- 
lation had been indorsed by the proper officers. 
It would furnish a banking system founded 
upon the credit and resources of the National 
Government, and thus every bank in the Union 
would become financially interested in support- 
ing the Government. The deposits of United 
States bonds would operate as a guarantee of 
the loyalty of all those connected with State 
banks. 

In all revolutions it is remarkable how uni- 
veraally the revolutionists resort to paper credits 
as a means of supporting themselves, The 
rebel Confederacy is no exception to the gen- 
eral rule. The rebel leaders have plunged into 
a system of bonds and paper pirculation of the 
most gigantic proportions. nfederate bonds 
have been extensively forced upon all those sus- 
pected of being Union men, for property taken 
for rebel use, to an extent but little dreamed of 
outside of the absolute rule of the Southern rebel 
dictators. It has even been recommended by 
influential papers that a refusal to take Confed- 
erate bonds should be punished as treason to 
the Confederate Government. The bonds and 
paper of the rebel Confederacy have been forced 
upon the people in the rebel States at the point 
of the bayonet. But the steady advance of the 
Federal armies, and the universal success which 
of late has attended that advance, will soon ren- 
der Confederate bonds as well as bonds of the, 
rebel States as worthless as so many of the repu- 
diated bonds of Mississippi. And as the credit 
of the rebel Confederacy sinks, that of the 
United States will rise, for the causes which de- 
press the former will elevate the latter. 


Tux Froops op 1862,—A friend remarked 
to usa few days since that the floods of this 
Winter were higher and moro destructive than 
any which, so far as evidence went, bad oc- 
curred for two hundred years, We thought 
him extravagant, but find that bis opinion is 
sustained by others and by facts which bear di- 
rectly upon that point. The Humboldt Zimes 
in giving the reasons why the Klamath Indian 
Reservation had been abandoned, states that it 
had been five times overflowed, and in each 
instance to a depth never before known 
among the Indian traditions, On the 
Klamath the Times says: Every Indian 
ranch, for a distance of twenty five miles from 
the mouth of the river up, was carried away; 
bottom lands that were {thickly covered with 
trees of two centuries growth, were swept bare 
of timber, root and branch.” The conclusion, 
therefore, on the Klamath, is that no such 
flood has been experienced for two hundred 
years. 

The same character of evidence applies to 
the Russian River valley, A gentleman, who 
had the statement from men who have been on 
the ground since the freshet, informs us that an 
old adobe house, built by Russian hunters in 
1808 on Russian River, had never been dis- 
turbed by the water until this year. The water, 
in January, was fifteen feet in depth where it 
stood, and left not a sign of it remaining. The 
water in the valley of that river was from six to 
ten feet in depth over an immense surface of 
country never before overflowed, The destruc- 
tion of property was go great as to almost de- 
populate that valley. The Joss of stock was 
fearful, one man stating to our informant that 
the water drowned for him twelve hundred head 

of beef cattle.

Tue FLoop Sours.—The Visalia Delta of 
January 30th gays: 


On Kern river the flood proved even more 
disastrous than we anticipated last week. Every 
mill and dam on the river 18 gone, save one. 
Above the Forks, Caldwell’s water wheel 
and gearlug for arastras were completely cleaned 
out A httls lower down, March & Goin mill, 
together with the two others, erected by Light- 
ner and Keys, were washed off, as was also the 
dam and flume which suppl'ed the water power 
to the three mills menuoned. These were 
4-stamper mills, and cost in the aggregate some 
$12,000. Still further down, Erskine Brothers’ 
mill, which cost in the neighborhood of $30,000, 
was swept away, and only the shaft and a por- 
tion of the large wheel saved. Some expensive 
metal gearing for amalgamating purposes 18 
supposed to be safe, though it cannot be ascer 
tained until the water subsides A couple of 
miles below Erskine's mill stood the dam and 
millofthe Mammoth Lead Company, a 12 stamp- 
er mill, which cost $60,000. The dam and flame 
are gone, leaving the mill standing. The water 
wheel and gearing of the Messrs. Redfield, on 
the same bar with the Mammoth, was carried 
away, and the arastras buried “fathoms deep” 
in sand and drift. The only bridge acrass the 
pie is also gone. The water rose some fiity 

est. 

The same paper adds: 

When the flood first came down, we, with 
others, wondered where the water came from; 
but after learning of the fearful torrents which 
descended the mountains, we are more inclined 
to wonder where it all went to—for certainly 
Visalia got but little of it. Had this valley been 
but twenty or thirty miles wide, the water would 
certainly have been ten or fifteen feet deep. 
The Kaweah, Tule River, and Deer Creek, were 
fnll enough to bring down pine t. ees 100 feet in 
length, roots, branches and all.

Froops IN Saw Beexanpino VaLLEY.—À cor- 
respondent of the Bulletin, writing from Ban 


Bernardino, Jan. 29th, says: 

From about the middle of December to the 
middle of this month xt rammed almost aninter- 
ru tzdly, but the rain fell gently and did no 
damage; on the contrary, was a blessing long 
wished for The hearis of the farmers ana 
Stock raisers grew large and their faces cheer- 
ful at the prospect of a glorious season. But 
on the 16th, 17th and 18th the ram came down 
more violently than I have ever before geen it 
in this or any other place, and the consequence 
was terrible. The valley of San Bernardino is 
a perfect besin in the bosom of mounteins, 
watered by numerous small streams which have 
their source in the hills, and after flowing 
through the valley till they jom the Santa Ana 
river, thence flow down towards the seacoast, 
As the Summer advances, many of these 
htile streams dry up or sink in the land, and 
the Santa Ana itself can be crossed in meny 
places with shoes on, without wetting the feet. 
But on the days that I have atated, such was 
the torrent of rain which fell that every creek 
became u river, and when they united alt their 
forces with the Santa Ana, and rushed hewling 
through the valley, bearing everything before 
them, the sight was terrible. For miles the 
country was under water—the stream rushing 
along at the rate of fiftsen or twenty miles au 
hour. Whole farms have been swept off, 
and thriving wilages are seen no more. The 
remnants of fine houses, beds, slothing, grain and 
cattle are scattzred down the river tor miles, 

On Warm creek, which had a number of dams 
for the purpose of raising the water for iriga- 
ton, every dam was zwent away. and one or 
two houses destroyed. Ine ranen of F. Von 
Leuvin is covered up four or five feet in sand 
The house of Parish, one of the finest in the 
valley, was swopt away, together with every 
other house on that street. Both the flouring 
wills of Conn & Allen and Weeks are either 
awept away or so much damaged as to be unfit 
for use. Right opposite the town, which stands 
on high ground, and for a mile below, the water 
was over a mile in width. Families were awak- 
ened by the water rushing into their houzes, 
and had only time to get out when they were 
swept away. But for the gallantry of the sol- 
diers encamped on the banks of the Santa Ans, 
at a high bluff, many lives would have undonbt- 
edly been lost. One gallant fellow forded the 
torrent, and swam where it was too deep to 
farg, with a babe in his arms and a boy of five 
years old hanging to his whiskers, and brought 
them safe to samp, where the matron: of the 
hospital took care of the little ones till the 
mothar tzanld be got, which was not for 24 hourp 
afterwards. Soon the camp was filled with wo- 
men and children. The officers gave up their 
tents and did everything in their power to re- 
lieve their distresa. Finally, a large tent was 
erected outside of the lines for the acoommoda- 
tion of the unfortunate ones. 

The village of Aqua Mousa, lower dawn the 
river, was entirely swept away, sud where it 
atood the send is piled up five or six feet high, 
Hondreda are homeless and degtityte, for every 
thing they hed was slao carried off by the raging 
waters. Qn the Woppa not a farm was leit. 
Whole flocks of sheep were lying dead m the 
bed of the river. A large portion of Roubi- 
donx’s ranch is destroyed, also his mill on Ly- 
dell creek, The farm of Lord 1s destroyed aud 
his house swept away. Waite, formerly editor 
of our paper, lost his house sud a portion of 
his land. It is impossible to estimate the amount 
of damage done. In the town nota bridge or 
dam has been left, and almost every houso is 
more or less damaged by the rain. The Court 
House is gone. 

Our citixens turned out nobly for the benefit 
of the sufferers, almost every one who could af- 
ford it zubseribing bberally. `` 

It has now cleared off, the skies have become 
clear again, and the river has gone down. It 
will be some time before our valley recovers 
from the blow it has received. 


\ INTELLIGENCE FROM MAnreosA—PHARKOMENA.— 
A correspondent pf the Union writing from 
Princeton, Mariposa county, February 2d, favors 
us with the following interesting items: 

While on the banks of the Merced river I saw 
on last Wednesday, January 39th, two of the 
atrangest sights ever witneaged, perhaps, and 
not knowing that they have been noticed else. 
where, I will take the hberty here of describ- 
ing them. The first is simply that of a fall of 
snow, covering the San Joaquin valley to the 
depth of one or two inches. A alight furry of 
snow had accurred but a day or two praviously, 
and that had been pronounced without prece- 
dentin the experience of the oldest white in- 
habitent of the plains. This last snow storm 
fairly made the habitues shudder with dread at 
the triumph of such extreme northern princi- 
ples. The weather moderated, however, and 
the snow diseppeared during the day; a south 
wind blowing up hesvy clouds towards the cast, 
when at 41 F. x. the, second phenomenon ap- 
peared, wiz: a seven-ribbed rainbow in the 
eastern clouds; seven concentric and distinct 
series of prismatic colors, besides the second- 
ary bow which appeared outside as usual. The 
mam or primary bow was widest and brightest, 
the others being within and avparentiy partly 
behind the first, receding ana diminishing ip 
brilliance to the seventh, which was barely visi- 
ble. Near the top of the arch where it was 
dimmer three or four ribs only could be seen. 
The total width of the bow was perhaps three 
times that of the ordinary rainbow, or some 
eight degrees. It appeared hike an arcade of 
rainbows seen in perspective, hke Bayard Tay- 
lor’s hasheeish-eating visions. I have never geen 
any account of such a phenomenon before, and 
would like to seo it accounted for on optical 
principles. Colored rings may be produced by 
pressing two pieces of plate glass together, but 
then that isn’t exactly a rainbow. [We would 
call the pariionlar attention of Dr. Logan to this 
Chee and hope he will report.—Eps.

Accounts continue to multiply of the terri- 
ble disaster which hag again befallen unhappy 
Ireland. As an illustration, we copy the em- 
phatic expression of the Catholic clergy of the 
Deanery of Castlebar, being a resolution unan- 
eres adopted at a meeting held by them re- 
cently: 

s CAN That the disastrous effects of the 
present inclement season, in the destruction of 
the potato crop, have crested amoug the people 
of shia district the almost alarming anticipu- 
tiong of an Ve re famine, vitally affecting 
the interests of all olaszes in the community. 
That we have carefully investigated the grounds 
of the general alarm, aud we feel it our hounden 
duty to the people, as well as to the country, to 
state that scarcely one fourth of the potato 
orop of this year is safe from the ravages of 
the blight, and that even this small remnant is 
go inferior in quality as to be unfit for human 
food, That no human foresight could have pro- 
vided against auch a calamity so unforeseen as 
the destruction of the food of an entire people, 
and, therefore, that the salvation of the hives 
of the people demands that the most prompt 
aud comprehensive measures be adopted by the 
Government to avert the horrors of famine with 
which we are threatened. That the unprece- 
dented acarcity of fuel this year cannot fail to 
add kieren? to the privations which the 
poor are doomed to suffer during the ensuing 

ve months; and unless remedial measures be 
speedily pro „fever and dysentery, created 
by damp and cold, will spread to an alarming 
extent among them.” 

This is authorative, from ministers of rel- 
gion on the spot, who speak for their own peo- 
ple and appeal to the Government for relef, 
The Dublin correspondence of the London 
Her ald, under date of November 5th, gives us 
to understand that this movement is general, 
by saying that in the west of Ireland the clergy 
of all creeds and the local gentry feel called 
upon to exert themselves to mitigate, as far as 
possible, the evils cf impending want. The 
Sligo Champion says that the people in the 
woat of Ireland are in a state that must eventu- 
ate in appalling distress if something be not 
done for their relief; that two-thirds of the 
tenants are unable to pay their rents, and that 
in some quarters the people are not as well off 
as they were even in 1847, These statements 
are confirmed by the Kilkenny correspondent 
of the Dublin Post, and also by the Cork Eæ- 
aminer, the London News and the London 
Chronicle. 

We are glad to find that the English metro- 
poltan press is beginning to be awakened to 
the serious nature of this calamity, but from the 
statements in the Irish press it seems pretty 
clear that as yet no actual measures of relief 
have been taken by the English Government, 
The representations bear the nnpress of extreme 
urgency, a8 though the Irish clergy, editors, 
gentry, etc., were fearful that the famine would 
begin before the Government was ready to act 
This will be sad news to the millions of hearts 
in America whose hindred are in that far off 

n isle, and no doubt the sympathies of our 
people will be deeply stirred, despite the ex- 
citement of the great war in which we are in- 
volyed. We have thia season done so much ta 
provide Europe with food from our abundant 
harvests that our stocks at the seaboard are 
very limited, and our means of transportation 
of the produce from the west to tidewater totally 
inadequate. Of course we are ready to do a8 
much more as human enterprise can accomplish, 
and, under the incitement of alleviating a 
famine in Ireland, we may do 4 great deal. 

But there is a way in which the Irish people 
can be helped as well as by sending them food, 
to wit: emigration. Here we have an im- 
mense empire, affording ample scope for all 
their race, millions of whom are here already, 
and doing well. For half a century past, the 
poor but thrifty immigrants from Ireland have 
been sending across the ocean their hard earned 
savings to bring hither their kindred to a better 
land. How they have succeeded in life, how 
they have accumulated fortunes, and attained to 
positions and honors; how their industry 
has benefited the country even more 
than themselves, we need not say. Since the 
outbreak of the war the great emigration has 
hesitated, we will not say ceased, The London 

pers have been rejoicing at this, as proving 
that one of the principal sources which supplied 
labor and population to the republican empire 

was at an end. Just at this juncture steps in 
an Irish famine to show the fallacy of all such 
suppositions, and to prove to the Irish race that 
their native land still has horrors in store for 
them. That they will profit by the lessan, and 
migrate hither, we fully believe. Soon enough 
we Shall hear of millions of dollars remitted to 
Ireland to bring out kindred from the land of 
suffering. 


FROM SOUTH CAROLINA. 


(Special Correspondence of the Richmond Examiner] 
Canto (S. C.), January 1, 1962.—The 
enemy's light draught gunbosts are har- 
assing us almost daily, afeaming up every nar- 
igable creek and inlet between Edisto and 
Tybee, retreating wheneyer they encounter 
opponition, and plundering wherever they find 
no defenses. We had imagined, a few days 
sgo, when quite a httle fleet of gunboats 
appeared off White Point, at the head of 
Edisto Inlet, that the Yankees had mus- 
tered courage to disembark on the main. 
White Point is but nine miles from the line of 
the Charleston and Savannah Railroad, the com- 
mand of whichis ao much coveted by the enemy. 
The roads in that neighborhood are exoal- 
lent, snd had the invaders been so disposed, 
after “acattering” General Erana and “a few” 
of his rebels, they could have penetrated inte 
the heart of Beceasia and gained the rat, 
road in a three hours’ march. Our boys 
fally expected them; the news of their prox- 
imity [spread trapiidiy on all mdes, and Charles- 
ton was on the qui vive for s battle. Whether 
they discerned the terrible “white horse” of 
Leesburg fame prancing upon the shore, or 
whether their chronic dread of masked batter- 
ies came suddenly over them, it is certain that 
the Yankee gunboats, after pitching a few shells 
on the plantations, in the wildest and mogt pro- 
miscuous atyle, quietly turned back and yal- 
isntly passed down to the ses. Binoe then, we 
yave ne news of any movement or shadow of a 
movement on either side. General Sherman’s 
dyspspsia must indeed be a hopeless case. 
The State Convention, which reassembled in 
Columbia last week, holds its sessions, like the 
Confederate Congress, with closed doors. The 
Convention would before this have ceased to 
exut by limitation had it not, by ita own action, 
prolonged itx sovereign power. This profon 
tion ig due chiefly to the fect of the invasion 
and the n exgencies which have 
arisen therefrom. The people have not full 
contidence in the ability and competency of the 
ordinary State Government to cope successfully 
with these exigenctes, many of which are of sn 
exceedingly delicate and unusual nature. The 
Convention, however, ig composed of the oldest 
and wisest men of South Carolina They have 
the ability and the energy to grapple with any 
condition of affairs that may arise. By their 
united voice this State, and indirectly the whole 
South, was wrested from Yankee dominion, 
and the people trust them, and will stand by 
every measure that they may see fit to inaugu- 
rate. It was probably the high consciousness 
of the possession of thig confidence that led the 
Convention to retain the reins of govern 
ment which was about to alip from its hands. 
None of the acts of the present session of the 
Convention have yet been made public; but it 
is generally believed that an advisory council 
T be SE whom in Şonjunotion 
e Governor, powers of a ve 1D 
character will be intrusted. chee oe 
The waste of ruing which mark the path of 
the great fire, a present an aspect of unre-

It is not the patron of the 
arts; it ia not the promoter of the great Exhih 
tron of 1951, and of the South Kengington 
scheme; it is not the great model farmer that 
we lament—although (with some reservations) 
his career in all three respects Was eminently 
useful and fructifying to the country; it 18 the 
supporter and sustamer of the Queen ; it is the 
wise and pradent gn de and counselor who en- 
abled her most gracious Mojesty to bear up 
under the weight of the crown, and to support 

the cores of her high ofhce under difficulties 
aud amid intrigues such as have seldom op- 
pressed n sovereign prince; it is the sagacious 
guardian, who knew what were the perils which 
menaced and do menace the people over which 
m is the high privilege of bis widow to reign, 
who knew which of her Ministers were honest, 
and which the reverse, it is all this that we 
mourn for with anguished heart—it is the loss 
of thia that we feel to be irreparable indeed 

* * * * In order that this may be better 
understood, and that thoae of the University of 
Cambridge may know what they contemplate 
doing when they talk about elevating the pres- 
ent Premier (Lord Palmerston) to the Chancel. 
Jorship of the Univergity, we will recall to mind 
one or two simple historical facts, not very re- 
mote from this time. About the year 1851, and 
during the years in which the war with Russia 
came about, the public was agitated throngb the 
press about the interference of the Prince Con- 
sort with foreign politics. The plaintiff in that 
matter was Lord Palmerston, who complamed 
that he never could see the wife without the 
husband being present. In 1854 that noble lord 
was charged by the Queen with sending dispatch- 
es to foreiga powers without her royal sanction— 
in other words, with having usurped the office of 
the Crown. In consequence of that, Lord 
Palmeraton was dismissed the Foreign Seore. 
tarysbip, ond this (as was generally understood 
at the time) was through the direct personal in- 
fluence and advice of the late Prince Consort. 
The revenge which the noble Lord took upon 
that occasion was peculiar and characteristic; 
he oultivated the acquaintance of the editors of 
some socalled “ hberai” journals, and per- 
suaded those gontlemen to write down” the 
Prince, denouncing him asan enemy of England, 
and a supporter of what were then called? Ger- 
man interests ”—-as if anything could bo to the 
interest of Germany which wan not also really 
to the interest of England. The unthmking 
people took up the cry, and the Prince was gc- 
tually hooted ım the streets of London. The 
journals which seven years ago did thia to the 
Prince, are now among the loudest and most 
pretentious of the mourners. So short are hu- 
man memories. 

Thess events happaned but seven years ago, 
and although the Prince never again openly in- 
terfered with the foreign policy of the Minister, 
who did not long remain out of office, it is not 
to be supposed that either Prince or Minister 
forgot those transactions Tho interval be- 
tween 185 and bis death was manly spent by 
the Prince m promotirg his schemes for what 
he believed to be the interests of the fine arts 
in this country, and, by a tacit understanding, 
he was permitted by the Ministers to dip as 
deeply into the national purse for that purpose 
ag it pleased bim to do; yet, while he was by 
the aide of the Queen, ıt 18 not to be supposed 
that he did not privately afford to her Majesty 
the benefit of his sagactous counsels in matters 
of far higher importance than the destinies of 
South Kensington, or the commercial success of 
the Horticultural Gardens. 

Wo have reason to believe that up to the time 
of his death, the Prince Congort raised his voice 
onergetically against the haste with which Rag- 
land is rushing into a war with the United 
Statea—an event which he denounced as sub- 
versive of her interests, dangerous to the real 
sources of her power, and certain to bp adyan- 
tageoun only to the despotic Powers of Europe 

hether that view was right or wrong, such, 
we believe, was the faith in which. the Prince 
Consort died.

Obstitidting. the harbor af’ the rebel olty of 
Charleston by sinking ships loaded with stone in 
the channels has aroused the indjgaation of the 
rebels as well as that of their friends in Eng: 
land. With the London Zimas and its co- 
workers 16-18 m mere- matter of interest, and 
therefore they denounce the act as one of van- 
dalism. The Charleston papers are furious 
about it, and fiercely denounce the act as sav- 
age, malignant and disgraceful to tho age 
Rebel papers in other rebel States concur and 
reiterate the denunciations of the Charleston 
insurgente, Those in the loyal States who ex- 
tend their compassion fo the Charleston suffer- 
erg under this merited and just punishment so 
far as to utter similar denunciations against the 
act asa war measure, may bo fairly classed as 
sympathizers with rebellion who would rejoice 
at its final success. In this loyal State, the 
Placer Herald presonts a case in point. After 
setting forth the importance and advantages of 
Charleston as a port—the immense sums the 
Government has expended in improving and 
fortifying it, the Herald proceeds to say:

It is sald there is another fleet of hulka laden with 
stone, hovering upon the Southern coast, destined for 
the deatractlon of some other port. But these transac- 
tions are too dlsgtaceful to jastily heraldlag by tele- 
graph, and we only hear of them through the files of 
newspapers long after the transaction. This respect 
tor decency is about the only redeeming tralt narround- 
ing the trasaxetlon, 


Were we to credit the above language to the 
Charlesten Mercury, the reader would conclude 
that it was nothing more than might be ex- 
pected from such a rebel sheet under tho cir- 
cumstances; but surprise may well be expressed 
at finding such language in the editorial columns 
of a paper in a loyal State, which professes to 
be loyal to the Government and flag of the na- 
tion. The words of the Herald are such as 
would become the columns of the vilest rebel 
sheet in South Carolina, 

The Herald suggests that the Caliph Omar, 
when ha captured Alexandria and burned its 
library, never thought of destroying the har- 
bor” of that great commercial city. After the 
city was captured, what necessity existed for de- 
stroying the harbor? It was attacked by land 
and captured; had it been deemed necessary, in 
order to reduce the city, to destroy the harbor, 
it would have been done without hesitation. 
The conquerors of Alexandria did not command 
fleets; thoy accomplished their ends by armes 
If the Federal troops had been in possession of 
Fort Sumter, the harbor of Charleston would 


have been preserved and defended. 
But the rebel citizens of Charleston 
and of South Carolina surrounded 


that fortress with batteries, sunk vessels in 
the channel to prevent the United States fleet 
from entering to relieve the besieged garrison 
of seventy men, fired on a ateamer bearing the 
American flag when on a mission of relief and 
humanity, and capped the climax of their rebel 
folly and desperation, by bombarding the fort 
until the starving garrison was forced to surren- 
der and lower the stars and stripes in the pres- 
ence of a defiant rebel flag. By such acta of 
rebellion, the people of Charleston assumed all 
the responsibility which attaches to the crime 
of treason. They placed their own existence 
and that of their city in the scale of rebellion ; 
if successful they hoped to make it the empo- 
rium of the South; if they failed, they knew 
the penalty. Themselves and their city would 
lie at the mercy of that national Government 
they had resisted and outraged without cause. 
Not being in the possession of the city, and not 
being disposed to sacrifice the men and means 
which ita capture would involve, the Federal 
Government has determined to punish this re- 
bellious city by destroying its harbor, thus 
rendering the blockade effectual and in- 
suring for the city and her commerce 
a certain But lingering death, To be 
blotted from the map of commercial cities by 
the complete destruction of her harbor, is a fate 
she has so justly earned by her defiant and 
malignant treason, that the loyal people of the 
Union, with one voice, will pronounce the act 
to be as righteous a judgment as was ever pro- 
nounced against and executed upon a reckless 
rebel city, 

Charleston could have prevented the destruc- 
tion of her harbor by the return of Fort Sumter 
to the Federal Government, But she made no 
efforta to that end. She is the author of her 
own destruction, for had she remained loyal, her 
city and her commerce would have been pro- 
tected against the world in arms. But she | 
chose to peril all by her acts of rebellion and 
treason, and let her abide the consequences, 

In the history of the past, harbors have often 
been obstructed—for the time completely des- 
troyed—as a means of defense against an in- 
vader. The rebels at Norfolk sunk ships in the 
channel to prevent the United States vessels of 
war from leaving the Navy Yard; at Savannah 
they did the same thing, to prevent the 
Federal fleet from approaching Fort 
Pulaski. But in these instances we have 
no fierce denunciations of the acts as vandal, 
malignant and savage, from such papers as the 
Placer Herald. IT wag all right, very com- 
mendable in those instances, because the acta of 
the rebels themselves, Had the eame thing 
been done by the Federal officers, the act would 
have been denounced as an atrocious piece of 
vandalism. The harbor of Sebastopol was de- 
stroyed by the Russians to prevent the English 
and French fleets from entering; it was not con- 

sidered an act of vandalism on the part of that 
Government, Antwerp, as a harbor, was com- 
pletely destroyed during a siege in 1585, and 
was not again opened for many years. It may 
be replied that acts which were admissible in 
1585 are in-dmismble now, because of the 
growth of commerce and civilization. But this 
isa moral argument which sounds natural in 
the mouths of those who suffer, and may 
be expected from parties interested like 
Great Britain. She wants cotton, and 
therefore is anxious to keep open cotton 
ports, On the other hand the high atate of 
civization; the development of the arts and 
sciences, and the vast expansion of commerce, 
which characterize the nineteenth century, jus- 
tified the conclusion that such a wicked, cause- 
less and defiant rebellion as that inaugurated in 
the South was impossible. But the rebels of 
the South have demonstrated that an unexam- 
pled degree of prosperity, the enjoyment of al- 
most unrestrained hberty, the absence of all 
provocation for the shedding of blood and the 
influences Of civilization and religion, are in- 
sufficient to deter men from plunging into a 
rebellion againat the laws of a benign Govern- 
ment, with a recklessness of consequences which 
youl Cie earner of the bar- 
us nations of antiquity, e lust for power 
and the passions of hate, and revenge for imag- 
inary wrongs, have been manifested in the 
South 7 an ere) ee astounding in this 
age an ration; but there is no mistaking 
the development, the facta are before us and the 
country is suffering from the rebel violence of 
men who boast that they are à part of the in-

Dispatches recerved from the Tennessee 
River gun boat expedition have the following: 

The people came along the river and came 
out with white flags, When assured no harm 
was intended them they were vociferous in 
cheering at every landing. Farmers game to the 
boats shouting with joy, as 1f they were sure 
their déhverance was at hand. i 

Most stupendous persecutions and robberies 
had been perpatrated on the people by the rebel 
leaders. While their property had been seized 
by Confederate officera all able bodied men had 
been forced into the service. The greatest 
cruelty was Visited on all who dared to protest 
againat the tyranny. 

At Florence, Alabama, where the States of 
Tennessee, Alabama and Mississippi meet, there 
was but one sentiment of bitter hostility against 
the Confederate officers. 

The gun boats, which went up short handed, 
came back with full crews, and had to refuse 
many who applied for the privilege of enlisting 

The distance traveled by the boats was two 
hundred and thirty miles One rebel gun boat 
was captured, and ar steamers burnt by the 
rebels to prevent their falling into the hands of 
the Federal troops. ° 

At Savannab, Tenn, and Eastport, Miss., a 
large quantity of provisions was taken from the 
rebel depots, and divided among the suffering 
inhabitants. 

General Witclicock sppolnted Mejor

Ethan Allen Hitchcock has been appointed 
Major General of volunteers. It is reported, on 
good authority, that he will ussume command 
of the headquarters of this city, and General 
Halleck will take the field in Tennessee, 

Lake and Harbor Defenses. 
Naw Yorx, Feb. 12th. 

Specials to the New York papers state that the 
House Committee on Lake and Harbor defenses 
will report to day, recommending rapair on the 
fortifications at Mackinaw, St. Glair river, Buf- 
falo, Oswego and the establishment of a nation- 
al foundry at Chicago. 

Further Particulars of the Great vie- 
tory at Roanoke Isiand. 
Forrness Monnox, Feb. 12th 

By a flag of iruce, we have confirmation of 
the complete success of Burnside’s expedition 
at Roanoke Island, and the, destruction of the 
rebel gun boats. 

Ebzabeth Our was attacked Sunday snd evac- 
uated by the inhabitants. The city was burned, 
but whether by our shell or the inhabitants it 18 
not certain. 

The firat news of the defeat was received at 
Norfolk Sunday afternoon, and caused great ex- 
oltement, the previous news having been very 
satisfactory. It had been stated that the Yan 
kees had been allowed to advance for the puar- 
pose of drawing them into a trap. 

The rebel force on the island is supposed to 
have been over 8,000 fighting men. 

General Wise was ill at Nag’s Head [east of 
Roanoke Island on the mam land or spit.) 
When hia situauon became dangerous he was 
removed to Norfolk. 

One report says. only seventy, and another 
only twenty-five of the Confederates escaped. 

General Huger telegraphed to Richmond that 
fifty escaped, There appears to be no bright 
side of the story for the rebels. 

Rebel Accounts of their Defeat. 

The Richmond Examsner, in a leading edito- 
rial, says the loss of the entire army on Roanoke 
Island is certainly the most pamfal event of the 
war; and adds, “ the intelligence of yesterday 
by telegraph is fully confirmed. Twenty-five 
hundred brave troops were exposed to the en- 
tire force of Burnside, These replied wth 
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ke bat yatroat being cut of 
iy the surrounding eloments, thay were gome 
Pielled to surrender2”:

[It 18 
true.) It 1s believed that all were burned by 
the Confederates, to prevent their capture, with 
the exception of one, which was endeavoring to 
escape. 

A third dispatch says, a courier arrived at 
Richmond yesterday and brought the intelh- 
gence that Elizabeth City was burned by the 
inhabitants During the conflagration the Fed- 
erals landed a large force. 

Gen. Wise has not yet arrived. 

The following is the very latest from the 
Norfolk Day Book- 

A courier arrived here yesterday P. M., from 
whom we gather the following: 

The enemy advanced in full force upon, Ehza- 
beth Oity yesterday about 7 o'clock, and began 
the attack. The citizens finding resistance 
vam, evacuated the place Before doing f0, 
they set fire to the town. When our informant 
left, the fire was still burning. 

We have also to record the capture by the 
enemy of all our little fleet, except one boat, 
which eluded the enemy. She was pursued. 
Fears are entertained she was captured. The 
disaster to our httle fleet is attributed to the 
fact that having exhausted their supplies of coal 
and ammunition, they proceeded to Ehzabeth 
City for the purpose of obtaining a supply. 
Every effort was made to obtain 1t, but without 
success. The boats could not, therefore, return 
to the Isiand to lend assistance to the troops 
there, 

The courier represents our loss at three hun- 
dred killed and wounded, and that of the enemy 
not leas than one thousand. Great havoc was 
made in their ranks. While coming up the 
road leading to the fort, our soldiers brought 
to bear upon them iwo 32-poundera, At every 
fire their ranks were terribly thinned. The 
places of the fallen were, however, quickly 
filled. The Park Point Battery was manned by 
the Richmond Blues. During the conflict they 
were attacked by a whole regiment of zouaves. 
Though completely overpowered, they stood 
their ground tili abaut seven had fallen, (This 
wau not very brave; perhaps the dispatch means 
that all but seven had fallen.—Eps, Union.} 

Further of the Roanoke Fight. 
Forrness Moxaox, Feb. 12th.

Acts of Virginia and the Southern 
Confederacy. 
Forrgrss Moxrror, Feb. 12th. 

A bill to raise troops to meet the requisition 
on Virginia by the President of the Confederacy 
passed both branches of the Virgima Assembly 
on Monday, in secret session. 

The Confederate Congress have passed a bill 
appropriating $2,000,000 for the benefit of Ken- 
tucky. 

The Confederats Wer Department have issued 
an order to secure all corn in the hands of dis- 
tillers, on account of the pernicious effect of 
the unlimited manafacture of whisky, also bo- 
cause of the exorbitant price the Government, 
is compelled to psy for articles indispensable 
for the subsistence of the army. 

The Leavenworth Expedition. 
LAVENWORTH, Feb lach. 

The greatest activity prevails at Fort Leaven- 
worth in preparations for the expedition to 
tart from here under General Hunter. Troops 
and supplies are being concentrated in the 
southern parts of the State, Indications ap- 
pear favorable for an early advance. Seven 
infantry aod four cavalry regiments are ex- 
peoted daily from the East to join the expedi- 
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tion, which will be one of the most formidable

The Senate Finance Committee have amended 
the House Treasury Note Bill, striking out the 
declaration that authorizes the issue of $150,- 
000,000 to meet the necessities of the Treasury, 
and to provide a currenoy receivable for public 
dues, and maerting that notes shall be receiva 
ble in payment of all claims against the United 
Btates, except for interest upon bonds and 
notes, which shall be paid in com, and 
shall also be lawful money and a legal 
tender in payment of all debts, publio or private, 
within the Umted States, except as aforesaid. 
The Committee also propose a section authoriz- 
ing the Secretary of the Tressury to receive 
from any person United States notes on depomt 
in sums not less than $500, for which interest 
at the rate of five per cent. will be allowed if 
the doposits remain thirty daya; the aggregate 
of such deposits at no time to exceed $25,000,000,

If it could be 
sald, instead of ‘creditable efforts,” that mani- 
festations of deep sorrow prevailed, and that the 
great dead was meuracd for by his friends, it 
would perhaps be more in harmony with the oc- 
casion, and the ma: ter contained in the resolutions, 
dur custom ły fo blame if the praises of the dead 
are sometimes used to excite the admiration of the 
eonstituents of a living representative. Nearly 
all who spoke had no doubt feit deep emotions of 
grier upor the receipt of the news of Colonel Bı- 
ker’s death, and each did endcabtedly, in conrer- 
sations with others, give expression to his sor- 
row; but these eulogies, like most efforts of the 


kind, seemed partienlarly deaigned for ** credita- 
ble efforts,” amd therefore I have zo designated 
them. Bell was well prepared with a written en- 
lcgy, in which were many beautiful wad stirring 
Passage.

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I knew the Colonel had been interested in a 
certain quaint money hunting expedition. To- 
day I adroitly bent the conversation in that di- 
rection. ‘You refer, I suppose,” said he, to 
the Cocos Island adventure. It was a queer 
enterprize, and put to blush the old exploita in 
pursuit of Kidd's buried treasure, At any rate, 
it was a very sweet fantasy. The data on which 
dur hopes were based were not chimerical. They 
were woven in history. It is certain that in 
the year 1819 the Spanish Viceroy of Mexico, 
dreading the contingencies of the pending in- 

gurrection, caused to be conveyed to Acapulco 
an immensity of coin, gold bars, jewels and 
other valuables. He placed them on board a 
Spanish galleon bound for Manila, the Capital 
of the Spanish Philippine Islanda, in the China 
een, He did this from fear of the bucanneers, 
-who infested the Gulf of Mexico and the Ca- 
mibbean sea. Vera Cruz on the Gulf had pre- 
viously been the main shipping port of Mexico. 
It is equally certain that a mutiny occurred on 
a Buenos Ayrean privateer, and that sixteen of 
„the mutineers, in a vessel which they had made 
“Prize, overtook and captured the Spanish gal- 
“Jeon and its horde of wealth. For the purpose 
sof safety these wretchea buried the treasure on 
Cocos Island, situated in lat. ö degrees 30 sec- 
ionds north, and in a southwesterly direction 
from Panama seven hundred and fifty miles. 
They proposed returning at some future time. 
But their vessel was stranded, The waves en- 
gulphed afew. The others gcattered over the 
globe. A survivor named Chaplain procured aid 
from some English merchants to enable him to 
“prosecute the recovery of the buried heap. This 
vessel left Panama in 1889, but was lost upon 8 
rock in the Bay of Agua Dulce. oe be 
ecting his escape, died at Punta Arenas on the 
ea of Costa Rica, Upon his death bed 
be communicated to hia physician that he was 
gone of the original sixteen who had taken and 
concealed the vast treasure, amounting in value 
Zo the sum of fifteen millions of Federal money. 
In the Summer of 1854, a bluff mariner made 
ig appearance In onr city, affecting pregnancy 
T secret.

So the Julius Pringle bellies 
out its sail, and its prow veers toward Cocos 
Island. Sacra fames auri” exclaims the Latin 
Poet. You must not blame too hastily these 
~Argonauts of the Pacific coast. The whole 
world are embarked in the race of accumulation. 
With money are life luxuries. Money purchases 
wocial and political position. Gildedisthe path- 
-way to woman’s heart. Diamonds are the 
zrump cards in life's game. The Cocos treasure 
ena All glittering with diamonds. 

“The ocean marauders conveyed their valued 
stores from the vessel to the island in a small 
Jannch. In the last of the five trips the little 
tender wag swamped in the surf, and its preci- 
us load was precipitated among the realms of 
dhe mermaids. It is thus necessary to account 
‘for the submarins armor which the eleven ex- 
peditionista were conveying with them on their 
sight craft, the good Inlius Pringle. It is not 
the sleeve of gold they sim at. They will have 
athe entire coat.

Cigar Speculation--Overland Letters 
The Flood—Besefit for the Flood 
Sufferera—The Price Surrender. 

Sax Francisco, Feb. 18th. 

The Swordfish brought iatelhgencee from China 
of a Spanish decree prohibiting for one year ex- 
ports of cigars and cheroots from Manila, on ac- 
count of troubles in America, American tobacco 
being used ın their manufacture. The advices 
by the Swordfish were kept back after her ar- 
rival, thus enabling parties in receipt of letters 
by private hands to buy up half a million of 
cigara and cheroots at previous prices. 

The Overland Man which arrived here last 
night contained 10,060 letters, 200 of which 
were regisiered—many containing United States 
Treasury notes.

STANISLAUS BRIDGE, 

Under the order of unfinished business, the 
House took up Assembly Bill No. 66~An Act te 
grant the right to constructa bridge or bridges 
across the Stanislaus river to the Stanislaus 
Bridge and Ferry Company. 

The amendments reported by Mr. O’Brien in 
behalf of the minority of the delegations were 
read. They reduce the termof che franchise from 
twenty-fiye to twenty years, require the Company 
to build a bridge at Two Mile Bar within two 
years; giyeathe Board of Superviaora power to 
regulate tolls anoually, etc., and bring the bridge 
Company under the operation of the lew. 
Mr. Q'RgIeN moved the xdoption of the amend- 
mente, and jala he Gelee to SE bit 
properly guarded. e bill now gave the Com 
Pre bridge franchise at Middle Bar, without regat. 
ing them ever to build that bridge, and he thought 
it looked like a huge monopyly- They would 
build their bridge at ht's Ferry and prevent 
any one from building the one at Two Mile Bar. 
which might compete With them. He was opposed 
to mondpolies. - 

Nr. opposed the amendments and 
said it was remarkable that. the bill waa only op 
posed by persons living this side of the Stanislaus 
river, who were hardly at all interested while all 
on the other side were unanimously in favor of it. 
The fact was that for want of communication the 
people in Tuolumne and all the region beyond the 

tanislaus were in about as bad a condition as they 
were in 1552-3, when the people were in distress 
forthe means of subsistence They wanted the

On my arrival in France I opened & corresponderce 
with ihe cferent Imperial Agrioultural and Horticul-

journment question. Such a defense or apol- 
ogy for his Excellency was hardly called for at 

this time, unless somebody's corns are soré 

from the pinching of the shoes of publio 

opinion. The Union felt no disposition to 

pursue the subject beyond laying the case be- 

fore the people. At some future day we may 

have something more to say about the manner 

in which the adjournment was carried, and the 
indifference on the question exhibited by the 
Governor. We expressed the opinion that 

Governor Stanford could have prevented the 

adjournment, and in defending his course, the 
San Francisco Mirror admitted that he might 
have done so, but that his devotion to the in- 
terests of the State, in preference to those of a 
local character, governed his action in the 
premises. He may have concluded that the 
interests of the State demanded that the 
people should be subjected to the expense of an 
adjournment to San Francisco; if he did, his 
judgment and ours differ widely on that point; 
in our opinion, leaving Sacramento out of the 
calculation, the good of the people of the State 
demanded that the Legislature should have re- 
mained at the Capital, and that it was the public 
duty of the Governor to prevent an adjourn. 
ment, if in his power. The Sacramento papers 
are the last in the State who would intentionally 
do an injustice to the Governor. They bave 
known him long and intimately, and would 
greatly prefer, in commenting upon his public 
acts, to praise rather than censure, But they 
could not close their eyes and ears to that which 
was passing before them in relation to the ad- 
Journment. If Governor Stanford had labored 
earnestly with his party to prevent the passage 
of that resolution, the conductors of the Sacra- 
mento papers would have been fully advised of 
the fact. But their information was of the op- 


NEWS OF THE MORNING. 


Our telegraphic dispatches up to and inclading 
Febraary 14th, give us the official aceounts, of 
the battle at Roanoke. It appears that the 
number of rebel prisoners captured by the 
Union troops is 3,000, more than was first 
stated, Our less wés only 42 killed and 140 
wounded, and the rebel loss 30 killed and 100 
wounded. Elizabeth City was burned by the 
rebel troops, when they evacuated it, and the 
inhabitants sont to Commodore Goidaborough, 
of the Union navy, for aid in extinguishing the 
fisuiee, which was rendered. The town of 
Edenton, on the Chowan river, and on the way 
ta Norfolk, has been captured by our troops. It 
ig a town of about 2,000 inhabitants. Elizabeth 
City is a plasa of 1,000 inhabitants. We are 
also informed that General Price has been de- 
feated at Springfield, Missouri, and a large 
amount of military stores captured. He re- 
treated, closely pursued by the Union cavalry. 
It is proposed to introduce a bill in Con- 
greng for forming the rebel States into 
Territories. Fremont, it is thought, will 
be to a oommand in Texas.

they alleged that the Governor did not exert 
himself as he might have done to prevent the 
passage of that resolution. His motives have 
been canvassed by othere—not by us. We 
have been content to place the issue upon pub- 
lic grounds, and on those grounds to hold him 
and the party he represents responsible for the 
flight of the Legislature from the Capital.

We are accused of having ‘misrepresented ” 
his Excellency ; we enter the plea of not guilty, 
and ask for the proof. Where and when have 
we done so? The Appeal insists that the vote 
to adjourn was not a party one; has any one 
insisted that ıt was a strict party vote? We 
have said, and we reiterate the declaration 
that a majority of the Repubheans voted 
to adjourn; that a majority of that party 
could have defeated the resolution and did 
not—and therefore the party would be right- 
fully held responsible before the people. 
And we add, that it was the Republican influ- 
ence from and in San Francisco that set in mo- 
tion the adjournment ball. But we should not 
have referred to the matter for the present, had 
not the Appeal gone so for out of ita way to 
apologize for the Governor, and arraign the 
Preas of Sacramento.

Daring the sesion on Thursday, an announce- 
ment was made in both Houses, first in the Assem- 
bly, by Bell of Alameda, and then in the Senate, 
dy Gallagher of Calaveras—that the rebel Price 
and all his followera had surrendered to the 
United States forces in Missouri.

Tur New Oirr CRHARTrR.—The Committee 
appointed for that purpose by a meeting of 
citizens, have completed their labora and sub- 
mit to-day the result of their deliberations, 
Theirs has been no common task, and after all 
the care bestowed upon their work the Com- 
mittee will not claim that the charter is perfect, 
though as near so as they could make it. The 
people of the city have demanded a strong 
city government, to be administered by a few 
competent men—and that kind of government 
the Committee have provided for. They have 
also recommended men to administer it who 
are entitled to the confidence of their fellow- 
citizens, The fitness, in every particular, of 
Mark Hopkins for the office of Mayor, and his 
ability to discharge the duties pertaining there- 
to, will be admitted by every man in tho city. 
The other men named are adapted to the posi- 
tions for which they are selected; they may 
net be exactly the individuals who would 
have been selected by every seven 
men in the city, but we assume their 
names will approximate as near satisfying 
the public ax any four or eight who could 
have been named. 


The feature of the new Charter which is moat 
out of the ordinary courae is that which pro- 
poses to have the officers appointed by Act of 
the Legislature. Itis unusual, but in the present 
condition of the city it would seem to be a wise 
course of action. The only officers to be elected 
would be the Mayor and Aldermen, and to hold an 
election would cost the city several hundreds of 
dollars. All the other officers are retained, a 
policy to be commended, The Clerk of the 
Board of Supervisors, the Treasurer, the District 
Attorney, the Assessor and Tax Collector of the 
county are made ex officio city officers, so that 
their position remains unchanged, and no new 
officers are created for the city. The terms of 
the city officers are long, and they ought 
to be. It is only by placing the affairs 
of the city in the hands of business 
men of integrity with ample powers, that we 
can ever hope to have our city extricated from 
her difficulties. We favor long terms and few 
elections in a municipal government, A hasty 
reading of tbe charter is all we are able to give 
it to-day, and hence shall not attempt to refer 
to its provisions in detail. In future numbers 
we shall refer to its provisions more at length, 
In the meantime, our citizens will have ample 
opportunity for examining its provisions. 

The next thing should be an Act providing 
for a levee system adapted to the wants of the 
city,

While a fleet of boata will come up the 
Potomac, McClellan will advance ateadily 
on Manassas; Banks and Rosenoranz will 
take the enemy in their rear; Cox wil 
strike out toward Lewisburg; Garfield 
will move towards Cumberland Gap; Buell, with 
his four divisions, toward Nashville; Halleck, 
Wallace, Grant, Foote and others toward Mem- 
phis overland, and down the Mississippi river S 
and the forces at Fortress Monroe an Beaufors 
will move inland to take the enemy in their 
rear. General McOellan will not “forward” 
until he ıs entirely ready, so that a sudden and 
triumphant victory may be the crowning result 
of his patience and prepasrtion.

A bearer df dispatches from the Buruside ex- 
pedition arrived to-day with the main facts of 
the capture of Roanoke Island, 

Ovor three thousand prisoners were captured. 

All the rebel gunboats were burned and cap- 
tured except two, which escaped. 

The Federal loss was 42 killed and 140 
wounded. Rebel loss, 30 killed and over 100 
wounded. 

The advance from Hatteras took place on 
Wednesday morning, February 5th. The expe- 
dition consisted of about sixty vessels. The 
Beet anchored off Stumpy Point [on the main 
land, southwest of Roanoke Island, and in Pam- 
Hee Sound.—Ens. Union] that night. Next 
day it proceeded to the entrance of Croatian 
Sound. [Currituck Inlet? north of Roanoke 
Island.—Epz. Union } 

After a reconnoissance the attack was com- 
menced on Friday morning, February 7th, the 
gunboat Underwniter leading the column. The 
rebel fleet was attacked and dispersed in balf an 
hour by the navy, while the remainder of the 
fleet attacked the land batterjes. The fight con- 
tinued until dark. During the night ten thous- 
and men landed, and on Saturday morning seven 
thousand more. A masked battery of three guns 
was soon discovered and attacked, both in front, 
both flanks and rear. 

The Twenty first, Twenty - filth, Twenty-sev- 
enth Massachusetts, Ninth and Fifty-firat New 
York, and Tenth Connecticut were particularly 
engaged. The Twenty-fiith Massachusetts and 
Tenth Connecticut suffered most severely. The 
Debt lasted only two or tbree hours, when the 
battery was abandoned. Our troops pursued 
and surrounded the rebel camp and took nearly 
the whole command prisoners. 

Colonel Ruszell, of the Tenth Connecticut, 
was killed at the head of his regiment, Lieu- 
tenant Colonel D. Montele, of De Her:cle’s 
Zouaves, was also killed. No other officer 
above the rank of Lieutenant was killed. 

The rebels made no fight after being driven 
from their intrenchments, which was done by 
Hawkins’ Zonaves and Twenty-first Massachu 
setts. 

Young Wise resisted the storming parties un- 
til he was wounded and carried off, when his 
command retreated with others to the upper 
part of the island, where they laid down their 
arms.

THE WAR TAX AND THE SWAMP LAND 
FUND. 


Messrs Eprrons: It appears from the vote in 
the Senate that California is about to raise, by 
direct tax, her portion of the war debt, This 
is right; we have brought the war upon the 
country, and let us bear the burdens of it hke 
men, and not shift them off upon our children 
by borrowing the money now and asking them 


to pay it. It is certain our posterity will not 
pamper sud encourage & treacherous, self-con- 
stituted aristocracy, as we have done for these 
twenty years. It 1s but just that men should 
suffer the inconveniences of their folly. Our 
slavo drivers and cotton lords have received 
too much encouragement at our hands, anda 
tax of twenty-five cents on the hundred dollars 
is but a slight punishment for our folly. 

And now while the Legislature 18 about the 
business, let them raise the State’s portion of 
tax from sixty cents to seventy five cents on the 
hundred dollers, and stop borrowing from the 
swamp LandjFand. The few persons who have 
paid that money into the treasury need the same 
to improve their possessions.

Tos FLOOD in San Francisco In reference 
tothe flow of water into St. Ann's valley and 
the damage occasioned thereby, the San Fran- 
cisco Herald of Janaary 18th says: 


Taylor atreet is five feet lower than Jones 
street, there being a grade of five feet to the 
block, and tbo water consequently rushed down 
to Taylor street, and te lots on the north and 
east sides of the block EE all filled except 
twenty five feetin the middie of the front on 
Taylor street, the flood took its course down 
that lot, and then swept across Taylor street 
and down the lot opposite, on which a house is 
erected, now occupied by Mrs. McLaughlin, into 
the block bounded by Taylor, Turk, Mason and 
Eddy streets. On the first block whére the 
water ran there are but four houses, one on the 
north side occupied by Wetherbee, of Wether- 
dee & Cook, and three on the southeast corner, 
one occupied by Nighungell, but none of these 
houses suffered the slightest injury, all being 
above grade, and the lots filed, Oa the geoond 
block, however, there sre s number of valuable 
improvements, and not one escaped some 
injury. Facing the vacant unfilled lot, 
through which the water made its 
way, were Englander’s stable and Mrs Mo- 
Laughlin's and Mra. Dee's houses, aud these 
narrewly escaped being washed away. The 
water did wosh away 4 large quantity of soul, 

‘outhouses, chickens, eto. From here it burst 
down and swept away fences and outhouses BO 
as to make its way into Judge Campbell's (of 
the Twelfth District Court), on Turk street, and 
O. V Grey's, on Eddy street. The basements 
and outbuildings of these houses were speedily 
submerged t6 the depth of from four to five feet. 
Judge Campbell has suffered a loss of several 
hundred dollars, and furniture, clothing, eto., to 
the value of:about a thousand dollars, are de- 
atroyed in Grey's, some being very valunble 
pieces which had been saved from the fire which 
devaatated this gentleman's property in the same 
locality some three yeara ago. Grey’s daugh- 
ter and Miss Herrick (daughter of H. P. Her- 
rick) narrowly escaped with ther hves. They 
were sleeping in the lower story, and Grey, who 
had been awakened by the noise of the ruah- 
ing torrent, only just succeeded ın saving them 
from being carried away with the rush into the 
lower part of the bleck, where the water 
was from sight to ten feet deep. Next, oast- 
wardly to Judge Campbell's, on Turk street, are 
two houses which are on the grade, but the ata- 
bles in the rear were slightly flooded. Then 
comes a house belonging to Donovan, the lower 
story of which is submerged, and the ocoupanta 
had a narrow escape; and next is a new house 
not quite finished, the basement of which 18 
algo submerged. B. Geraghty’a brick store, on 
the corner of Mason and Turk streets, has the 
basement full of water. Next north of this, on 
Mason street, is a frame house, the lower story 
of which was submerged, the occupants nar- 
rowly escaping with their lives and losing every- 
thing elas, Next to this are twe handsome 
frame houses belonging to Silverberg, and ocou- 
ied by Messrs. F. Tillman and W. Horr, the 
Basements of which were flooded to the depth 
of some four feet, and considerable loss occa- 
sioned. Next to these is a house the basement 
of which had just been finshed, and which is 
also flooded. Thomas had just ereoted a house 
on Eddy street, near Grey's, which was ‘ortu- 
nately just high enough to escape being flooded, 
but his fencea and out houses are nearly all oar- 
med away. The loss on this block 18, it will be 
perceived, quite serious to the parties oon- 
cerned, and this, in addition to the injuries ta 
Taylor and Jones streets, all resulted from an 
unpardonable malicious act of vandalism.

aud Romney of the western part of the State. 
Our navy carries in its capacious pocket the 
key of the Gulf and Atlantic coasts, and this 
has oreated for us several minor keys to the 
States there bhordering—such as Port Royal, 
Biloxi, Hatteras, eto. And so we might deng, 
nate other pointe on the coast and inland that 
aro keys which open the way to large sections 
of rebel territory. Some few of these keys are 
yet ın the hands of the rebel robbers, but mont 
of them are in possession of their legal owner, 
the National Government.

There is no use in wasting Words or time in idle 
talk, Unless the break in the levee’ near the 
tannery 15 goon stopped, we shall be in continual 
apprehension of various successive floods from 
now to the first of May. Kind nature has given 
uss bountiful supply of sunshine once more, 
and if it will only continue for ten days, wecan, 
by our own energy, be comparatively safe again. 
Therefore let the suggestions of many citizens

THE BATTLES OF MOUNT ZION AND RALLSVILLE, 
MISSOURI, 
OFFICIAL REPORT OF BRIGADIER GENERAL PRENTISA. 
Haapquasrens Aar or Noatx Mrssovni, 
Patmyra, Missouri, Jan. 4, 1862. 

Oapt. John O Kelten, Aselstant Adjutant General De- 
partment of Missourl: In pursuance of a special order 
received on the evening of the 28i day of December, 
1861, I proceeded from Palmyra for Sturgeon on the 
morning of the 2ith day of December, with five com- 
panies of the Third Missouri Cavalry, Col. John Glover 
commanding X arrived at Sturgeon on the evening of 
the 28 h. During the following day, having leerned 
that there was a Concentration of rebels near the git, 
lage of Hallsville, in Boone county, I sent forward one 
company of cavalry, commanded by (opt, Howland, 
to reconnoiter in that vicinity. Capt. Howland pro- 
ceeded to Halisvilie, but found no rebels. After pro- 
ceeding about two miles beyond, his advance guard 
encountered the rebels in force, commanded by Ool. 
Dorsey. Capt. Howland endeavored to draw off his 
company, haying taken nine prisoners, but was over- 
powered, Belng wounded, and having lost his horse, 
was taken prisoner with one private of his company. 
The remainder of hia men made good thelr retreat, 
arriving at Sturgeon at 9 o'clock r. M., having 
learned the position of the enemy. I Immedlately 
ordered five treops of cavalry, Ool. John Glover 
commanding, and Ave comparies of Sharpshooters, 
Ool. Birga commanding, numbering in all 470, 
to march at two o'clock A M, st which hour I 
started, and a’ter marching à distance of sixteen miles, 
at eight o'clock A. M. of the 23th instant found one com- 
pany of the rebele, commanded by Oaptain Johnson, In 
position, to the left of the road leading from Hallaville 
to Mount Zion. I grants two companies of sbaip- 
shooters to pass to the rear of the enemy, and one of 
cavalry to dismount and engage them in the front, it 
being difficult. for the sharpshooters to attain their Pe 
aition unpereelred, the enemy manifesting a dleposition 
ta retire. Oolonel Gloyer opened fire, and succceded In 
killing five snd capturing seven prisoners, from whom I 
lesrned the number and position of the main force, The 
enemy being posted at a church known as Mount Z on 
in Boone county, and one mile and a half in advance, 
numbering near nine hundred men, X ordered the cav- 
airy under Colonel Glover forward, accompanied by 
two companies of Birge’s Sharpahooters. Colonel Birge, 
‘with them, arriving near thelr encampment, one troop 
of the cavalry were ordered to dismount and engage 
the enemy. The sharprhooters were afterwards ordered 
through a field on our right to skirmish with the enemy’s 


left, and if possitle drive them from the woods, Ths 
firing being heavy, there companies not 
being able to drive the enemy from his 


cover, Colonel Gover, with his available force, moved 
In double-qu’ck time to the ald of the three companies 
engaged, and for half an hour longer the battle raged 
and became a hand to hand fight. Captain Boyd's 
company of Sharpshooters were in the midst of the 
rebel camp, Also Major Osrrick, with company 0, 
Third IIlInols cavalry. When Colonel Glover arrived, 
the rebels could not stand the fire of our rifies, and 
retreated, leaving in cur hands ninety (90) horses and 
one hundred and five (105) stand of arms, The battle 
‘was brought to a close ab`ut 11 A, M 

The reserve ef two companies coming into action at 
the moment the enemy gave way, our Victory was com- 
plete. After collecting our wounded, we proceeded to 
collectthat of the enemy. Placed them in the churob, 
and sent for farmers and frieads in the vicinity, to ren- 
der assistance, I collected wagons, made our wounded 
as comfortable as possible, and at 4 P. x started for 
Sturgeon, where we arrived at 9P M Oar Joss in the 
battle of Mt Zion, and in the engagement of the even- 
irg prevleus, u sa follows: killed, 8, severely wounded, 
17; slighty wounded, 46. Rebel loss—killed, 25, 
wounded, 160. 

Ihave not been able to get à correct report of the 
rebel missing, but having taken thirty prisoners from 
the barn, their punishment ie a severe one, Sixty of 
the Teneis, RN 0 7 sna Gg of our 
mn, ag prisones, arrived at the camp a Leen 
miles distant from the fleld of battle. * 

Permit me to say that our entire force behaved gal- 
lantiy. I mike special mention of the following offi- 
cers: Ool Jchn M. Glover, Major Oarrick, Lient 
Yates, and Lieut. Kirkpatrick, of the Third Mi souri 
Mavalry. Col. Birge, Oapt. Boyd, and Adjutant Tem- 
p'e, of Birge’s Sharpshooters, and Lieut. Edwin 
More, my Ald I alzo assure you thatthe men be 
haved wit? coolness and daring daring the engagement.

THE INFAMOUS RECORD OF AN INDIANA COLONEL

Oar Ar Bacon Caner, Ky., January 5, 1862. 
It is more than s fortnight since I;wrote you a letter, 
and I had almost determined not to write another—not 
because I don't like the editor, nor because I don't like 
to write, for I am affirmatively guilty on all the above 
points; but because I cannot get to see what I write, 
when it is printed. How can a man tell whether 
the reading world is feasting upon the brilliant scintil- 
lations of his brain, or whether they are in that box, 
until he gets a paper? Such is my bllazful Ignorance 
touch'ng my letter of December 19th. Since my last, 
we have removed to Baotn oresk, the incidents of 
which march, especially the inhuman treatment of the 
alck who were leit there, and those who were forced to 
march until they fell by the wayside, have already 
been made public. Two ef them sleep in their graves 
near Nebraska, Indiana, the result of that day’s brutal- 
ity. Bat I must leap over the space of two weeks, 
which have not been without thelr heartaches, to relate 
the incldents of this momentous Sabbath day. Para- 
dox'oal as it may appear, this has been the saddest, hap- 
pleat day that we have seen since we have been in the 
service; sad, on account of the fact that the Sabbath 
day dawned upon three dead comrades: Addison W, 
Olendenning, of Jompany G: William Laforge, of Oom- 
pany H,and John Parker, of Oompany F. This fear- 
fal calamity was followed by another more mysterious 
and alarming. At eight o'clock, Washington Rusinger, 
of Company D, feeling slightly Indisposed, went to the 
doctor for medicine, Returning to his quarters, he took 
a dose of it, and in a few minutes fell over in a kind of 
fit and died before noon, The body was speedily buried 
by order of the powers that (used to) be,” but will be 
disinterred in the morning for examination, by order of 
the Brigade Surgeon. This evening H. P. Grinsted, of 
Company O, was unwell, but stili going about the camp. 
He took a dose of medloine from the Surgeon's prescrip- 
tion, and dropped dead in a few minutes, I make no 
comments. Jus: at roll call this evening another gol- 
dier, Brother M. Mitchell, fell asleep In death, making 
aix dead men in the Thirty seventh Indiana Regiment 
in one day. The happiness to day consists in the fact 
that we are atleast temporarily relle ved from the tyran- 
nical rule of Colonel George H. Hazzard. 
The circumstances of this affair are these: Yesterday 
the Brigade Surgeon sent anjorder that our sick, who 
were crowded into four foul hosp tals, such as the camp 
affords, should be removed to Louisville, where they 
might be properly cared for. This order the Colonel 
and Dr. Anderson would not obey, This afternoon, Dr. 
Blackman, Chief Surgeon of this Division, called to see 
why. Oolonel Hazzard told him he (Blackman) had no 
authority to order his sick away, and a‘ter some farther 
conversation sald he'd “beo d—d if Blackman should 
take them away,“ and threatened to force him out of 
camp, Blackman left, remarking that he would taka 
care of the sick, and the well, too, in this regiment.” 
Going to an old log housa about a mile from dump, be 
found fifteen sick men crowded Into one room, which I 
heard the Doctor GI Dr. Anderson was “worse than 
the Black Hole of Oalcutta.” These men complained 
that they were not treated well. Dr. Blackman reo- 
turned in company with Dr. Muscroft ard other physi- 
cians to our camp, and was telling Dr. Anderson what 
he thought of the treatment of these men, when Oolonel 
Hazzard came ont of his tent, and seelog myself and a 
de xen or more men standing near, yelled at us: * Leave 
here, every d—i one of youl” Not choosing 
to consider myself one of the *d—d ones,” I leisurely 
sauntered around, being anxious to hear things of in- 
terest to our crushed and dying men. Dr. Blackman 
turned to the Colonel and said: Oolonel. have you 
visited the home where those sick men sre?” Hazzard 
replied: “Doctor, Di put you out of this camp, d—d 
quick,” and turning, called for a file ofthe guard. The 
guard being slow In responding, he yelled again: gend 
a file of the guard here,” and turning, said to me, G0 
to your quarters under arrest. (Let me here remark 
thst III venture a guess that I am the first Ohaplain 
that has been put under arrest on Sanday for manifest- 
ing sympathy for mistreated, dying men in the United 
States army) After a few werds more between Dr. 
Backman acd Anderson, Hazzard ordered the guard to 
take Dr. Blackman out of camp, which was immediately 
done. Ia about fifteen minutes after Dr. Blackman dis- 
appeared, I heard a tremendous shout in camp, and 
locking out, saw General Turchin on horseback leaving 
Hassard’s tent, taking away his sword, and announcing 
that until Colonel Gasley returced to camp, the com- 
mand would devolve upon Major Hall. Whew, how the 
boys yelled! It was the first thrill of joy many of them 
had felt for many long weary months, An

PURSUIT AND DEFEAT OF THREE REBEL COM- 
PANIES IN MISSOURL 
(Correspondence of the Leavenworth Conservative] 

Caur Jonrsox, Jan. 4th,At ten o'clock on the night 
of Tuesday, Dec, Sist, two Union men came into camp 
feom Dayton in this (Cass) county, Missouri. They hed 
been driven from thelr yarms by & rebel force, and 
came bere to get afd and Inform us of the enemy's po- 
sition, By twelve o'clock, Lieut. Oel Anthony, with 
the companies of Captains Jenkins, Gregory and Par- 
dee, and with Lieat George B Hoytas ald, left our 
quarters for the rebelasmp. Tne Unien refugees had 
reported that the companies‘of Captains Scott, Falkner 
end Britz—one hundred and slaty men in al'—were in 
Dayton. Toast town was reached after a rapid ride of 
thirty miles, Zort before daybreak In the morning, and 
rapidly surrounded. But it waa soon ascertained that 
the bird had flown, leaving, however, tents, arms, horses 
and mules, which we daly and promptly corralled. Our 
informants represented Dayton as the headquarters, 
and we found such unmistakable evidences of the fact 
that we applied a Union torch and left the town amidst 
a lively conflagration. 

We followed the marauders into the timber of Grand 
River bottom, and were for, unate enough to find them. 
They fred ono volley, turned and rap. None of cur 
men were Lit, and the nearest shot only succeeded In 
killing Captain Gregory’s horae, not in delaying that 
gallant oficer. We followed them to Wadesburg, In 
Henry county, scoured the timber of Big Oreek, and 
succeided in reaching Rose Bill that night. Between 
twenty and thirty of them were killed in the pursuit, 
many throwing away arms captured. and three rebel 
eompanies ¢ffectually dispersed, The Union men 
thereabout agreed with usin believing we had done a 
good work for New Year's 

Ne enemy was found at Rose Hill, Lieutenant Hoyt, 
with twelve of Pardee’s men, procezded to what Is called 
the Scott settlement, the home of Captain Scott. He 
found there a large quantity of stores bo was obliged to 
burp—having no moans of transportatlon. Colonel 
Anthony went to Hopkinsville, and both detachments 
reached here safely last night. 

Onthe whole, we regard the expedition as a highly 
zuocessful one, and believe there are now no rebel 
bands within forty miles of Oamp Johnson,

See 2 Whenever it shall de determined to con- 
atract. or widen, or raise a levee, or to turn the

MORE SLAVE TRADERS ARRESTED IN NEW 
BEDFORD. 

The Boston Journal ef Jan 17th says: 

The developments which have been made 
since the Government entered earnestly upon 
the work of ferreting out those engaged in the 
slave trade, show that New Bedford has been 
the center of active operations, aad that the 
business of fitting out as unzuspicious whalers 
vessels reslly intended for the slave trade, has 
been carried on to a considerable extent; but 
the reputation of that city is redeemed by the 
fact that the money and means used 10 the but, 
ness have been furnished by parties ia New 
York Yesterday two parties, Jabez S. Hathe- 
way and Zeno Kelley, were arrested in that city 
by Daputy United States Marshal Cobb, ona 
warrant, for having fitted out the ship Tahma- 
roo for the purpose of engaging in the slave 
trade. The offersa was alleged to have taken 
place in 1860, when the Tahmaroo sailed for 
New Bedford, ostensibly as a whaler, but after 
catching a few whales went twice to the coast 
of Africa to obtain negroes, and afterward to 
the coast of Cubs, to make the arrangements for 
the reception of a cargo of slaves, but was finally 
compelled to return without obtaining them, 
and the vessel was sold at Fayal. On this voy- 
age Hathaway was the master and Kelley the 
fitting out sgent The parties were brought 
before United States Commissioner A. S Cush- 
man, and pleaded not guilty, and were held for 
examination before the Commiesioner on the 
22a instant, Kelley in the sum of $3,000, and 
Hathawsy in $5,000. 


NEW ENGLAND ITEMS. 


A Port Roysl correspondent of the Man- 
chester (N. H) American states that D. M, 
Robinson of that place bas a large number of 
“the subjects of strife under his charge, near 
Beaufort, ginning cotton. They are to be paid,” 
he saya, “eight dollars per month for their 
work, and have the same rations furnished them 
as are given to all our troops. Some of these 
fellows work very well, but generally they are 
on the watch to escape the eye of the overseer, 
and be off out of way of all work. Pay seems 
to be no inducement. They are horn slaves, 
are ignorant and indolent, and the philanthrop- 
ist will have a broad field tn work in to bring 
them to a proper state of industry. Certain 
emancipationists ought to travel among negroes 
south of Washington to know what negroes are 
Hearing will perplex, and seeing obfuscate the 
whole who are overworrled ” 

The barn of Charles Hawkins, in Danielson- 
ville, Ot, was burnt lately, together with fifteen 
head of cattle, a horse, and other valuable prop- 
erty. Loss, over $200, insurance, $600. 

Mrs. Albert Boardman of South Hero, Vi., 
was drowned lately on Keeler’s Bay, by the 
Wee in which she was riding breaking through 
the 10e. 

The town of Claremont, in the good old Gran- 
ite State, bas done her full share in putting 
down this most unnatural rebellion, if the num- 
ber of men furnished to the Union armies be 
taken as a criterion.

This makes 8 
total of 828 men gone, out of a voting popuia- 
tion of about one thousand. j

A party who were carousing on New Year’s 
night at Enosburg, Vermont, getting out of 
candles, dispatched a boy ten years old to s 
neighbor's, nearly s mile distant, for more, and 
to fortify him against the cold and the gale, half 
a tumbler of whisky was given him. The poor 
boy lost his way and perished in the snow, 
while the revelers, says the Burlington Press, 
kept on their frolic till morning, when the di 
appesrance of the boy becoming known to the 
netghbors, search was made and his body 
found. 

MISCELLANEOUS EASTERN NEWS. 


The Pittsburg Chronicle states that the Gov- 
ernment have so systematized the work of block- 
aiing the Ohio river from Pittsburg to Cairo 
that it is almost impossible for contraband goods 
to enter the rebel lines. David Heaton has 
chargo of the river extending from Pittsburg to 
Cincinnati, and Wm. P. Mellon from Cincinnati 
to Cairo, Along the entire length of the river 
there are stationed sgents or sentinels, whose 
yigilance is such that no transportation of ar- 
ticles, without special permit, issued from the 
Custom House, granting the shipment of goods 
described, ia allowed. The shipper must farther 
paste on each package or lot of goods a printed 
form of special permit, filled up and signed by 
the Surveyor, with his geal of office, date, eto., 
otherwise they are stopped and detained. 

William O. Bryant and William Curtis Noyes

A new mode of rifling cannon has been in- 
vented ın New York, whereby guns of the 
largest caliber may be rifledin sixty-six minutes 
the power used being dydrostatic pressure. 
Thia improvement will, itis said, save large 
sums to the Government. 

At the time of the lamented death of the 
young King of Portugal, Don Pedro V, a month 
or two ngo, there were pinister rumors in Lis- 
bon, and grave auspicious were entertained that 
be had been poisoned. For some reason or 
other, the crime was attributed to Spaniards, or 
to persons under Spanish influence. For a day 
ortwo the excitement in Lisbon against the 
Spaniards was very great. Many of them left 
the city, for the sake of avoiding a mob. But 
an official publication declared that the King’s 
death was from natural causes, and the popular 
agitation was allayed. It appears to have been 
suddenly revived again. When the last ofeamer 
left Liverpool, the dispatches announced that 
there was great popular commotion in Lisbon, 
with a renewal of the suspicions that the King 
had been poisoned. His body was to be dism- 
terred, and the contents of his stomach were to 
bo analyzed The streets were patrolled to 
preserve order. No information is given as to 
the new developments that have led to this ex- 
citement, but they have been important. Those 
that believe the King was murdered have hinted 
also that his young wife, who died a couple of 
yests sgo, was also made way with. The bare 
suggestion of such crimes, in the court of a 
civilbzed nation, m an age like this, is appalling. 
That the Portuguese, who dearly love their late 
monarch, should be infuriated at the supposed 
authors of hia death, is not at all remarkable. 

The Washington correspondent of the New 
York World says the pressure brought to bear 
on Congress, the Executive and the heads of the 
army, for an advance movement, is beyond all 
precedent ın the history of this war. The “On 
to Richmond“ fever was nothing to it. The 
mails come laden down with letters te prominent

Information was received at Wheeling on 
Thursday, thats train of Gdvernment wagons, 
fifty in number, was captured between Weston 
snd Sutton, by the Secessionists, and fifteen of 
the drivers killed. The rebels took all the valu 
ables from the train and burned the wagons It 
is also reported that the Norton Cavalry, Cap 
tam Wes Rowan, were recently captured at 
Sutton by a superior force of rebels, and that 
the town of Sutton was destroyed. 

A London correspondent of the Philadelphia 
Press says that John Bright’s anti-war speech 
at Rochdale, portions of which we published, 
is looked upon in England as the most eloquent 
oration since Canning’s great speech in 1826, 
on the occasion of his recognizing the South 
American republics. The writer, however, 
thinks that the Birmingham manu acturers, 
who are more for the interests of trade than 
for those of humanity, will fail to re-elect Bright. 
As they manufacture arms, a war would speedily 
fill their pockets Bright, though not yet fifty 
years of age, bids fair to ba one of the richest 
men in England. He has lately been speculat- 
ing in a lead and copper mine, which, at pres- 
ent, yields him a clear profit of £1,200 a month, 
and bringa in a revenue of £100,000 a year! 

The St. Louis Republican says that United 
States Treasury notes are now in better favor 
there, and that, as everything is tending to a 
Government circulation, they will in the course 
of 1 few days take the place of exchange and 
gold. 

The Cairo correspondent of the St. Loms 
Republican states that it is reported upon what 
appears to be good authority that a Brigadier 
Generalship will be tendered to Colonel John 
A Logan, of the Thirty first, member of Con 
gress from that District.

OALIFORNIA FLOODS 


Their Causes and Suggested Remedies. 
BY T ROWLARDGON, SAN FRANCISCO, 


INTRODUCTORY. 

As it is probable that some explanation will 
be looked forward to by many of the readers of 
the Union for the reasons and motives which 
Have induced the writer of the following article 
to address its readers on the above subject, 1 
may at once explain as follows. 

On calling at the San Franciseo Post Office on 
Saturday last, amongst other matter which I re- 


ceived was a copy of the Union of the 4th 
instant. I am not aware to whom I am indebted 

fer this favor; whoever it may be I take this 
means of tendering to the party or parties who 
forwarded the same my best thanks. The num- 
ber of the Union alluded to contained several 
arficles of great general as well as personal in- 
terest, amongst which I will only specially pomt 
out three, namely: The able article signed 
J & R, the letter of A. M. Winn, and the valu- 
able paper on “the Meteorology of Sagra- 
mento,” by Thomas M Logan, M D In the 
course of the following paper I ghall have ceca- 
sion to allude frequently to esch and all of the 
papers described, differing in opinion on some 
points, but agreeing with all on general prmer- 
ples; it is possible, however, I may differ with 
each on Special details; in such cases it will be 
my care to employ language void of offense. In 
the ardor of controversy it 18; however, always 
possible that in the earnest jadvocacy of even 
modified opinions, the form of expression may 
sometimes, from ambiguity dr other cause, be 
such 2s unintentionally to theywriter convey an 
obsenre or double meaning. | Should any guch 
occur in the course of the topics which may 
hereafter be dwelled upon, I hope such will be 
overlooked and not commented upon until the 
entire of thia paper is concluded, as it may hap- 
pen that anything which might be deemed 
offensive or erroneous will be adequately and 
satisfactorily expleined in some succeeding 
leading head. I therefore respectfully request 
that such as may feel a difference of opinion as 
to my views, or may think that I have in any 
way been uncourteous in their expression, will 
oblige me by reserving any comment until the

Tëquisite to explain away ambiguity or offense, 

I shall be happy when called upon to explam or

I have used the term series as the most apt 
expression for the form of division into which 
this article 1g intended to be divided. I have 
adopted the mode which will be followed under 
the Impression that 1b was the best manner by 
which I could convey popular information on 8 
recondite and extraordinarily comprehensive 
subject, one little studied and still less under- 
stood than any other branch of civil engineer- 
ing, and one on which more mistakes have been 
made even by eminent engineers in their re- 
spective periods, than could be summed up in 

the other branches of that diversified pro- 
fession. 

A few words in explanation are probably due 
from me in order to account for my thus ad- 
dressing the readers of the Union. I have 
already mentioned the fact of my receiving a 
copy of the Union from some strange hand. I 
can only account forit having been forwarded 
to me in consequence of there having ap- 
peared in the San Francisco Bulletin of Mon- 

ay last an article br me headed, ‘Science 
and the Storm,” in the course of which, 
amongst other matters, I pointed out one of 
the means by which the destructive effects 
of floods arising from sudden heavy rain 
falls or melted snows might be mitigated, per- 
haps prevented, most assuredly their evil con- 
sequences could be arrested if combined with 
other and practicable aids. At the time of 
writing the article alluded te, I had not the 
slightest conception it would draw forth any 
other observation than that of possibly attract- 
ing the attention of scientific individuals and 
societies throughout California to many imor- 
dents connected with the late storm of which it 
was desirable that note should be made whilst 
the memory of the events is fresh or the data 
existing. t domg so, I could not resist 
the opportunity of throwing out some crude 
hunts as to one of the palliatives that could be 
adopted in more ways than one very advan - 
tageously. In ihig connection I may add that 
that the opinion there given, as well as others 
that Iam about to give, are not the result of a 
sudden inception consequent upon the attenticn 


drawn thereto by the late floods, but 
are the oft times and carefully vised 
reflections on observations made during 


my first journey through the mountains 
and mining districts which surround the law 
lands of the Sacramento, San Joaquin, etc 
made nearly six years ago, which Lave acquired 
additional strength from the mſormation de- 
rived at every subsequent journey. They are 
not, therefore, lıke the speculations of the re- 
cent crop of pseudo metallurgists that sprung 
up on the discovery of the Washoe mines ag 
rapidly as mushrooms and as plentiful as 
blackberries,” who, because they, by a few 
weeks or months study, taken up for the occa 
sion, learned something that they did not know 
b.fore, wholly ignored the fact that others 
deeper versed and better informed had long 
been acquainted with the inspplicabihiy of their 
pseudo-improevd processes. The general prin- 
ciples which I am now induced to lay before the 
readers of the Unron ara of old conception, and 
as such, therefore, merit greater attention than 
if they had only originated out of the pressure 
of the cccasion. Should any serious errors be 
discovered I am willing to incur the opprobrium 
ansing from the attempted dissemination of 
mistaken views, which might be justly deemed 
only a venial offense if they had been merely 
hastily considered, but which would display an 
ignorant impertinence when published after un- 
dergoing the mature 55 of Fears. 
Fairly open, therefore, to just cenaure, if cen- 
eure is deserved on my part, I hope, on the 
contrary, if I make my positions in à reasons- 
ble manner, so that they will meet with ap-

I am induced to notice the subject of levees 
in the first instance because it naturally comes 
uppermost m ordinary minds, or those who may 
not have! paid any attention to the subject that 
if a river rises twenty feet from extreme low 


water mark ıt is only requisite to form the 
levees two feet higter to be safe; or if the ex- 
treme rise is twenty two feet, the levees must 
be twenty four feet, and so on, increasing per- 
petually. In fact nothwg is more common than 
to hear, especially from parties who have resided 
on the lower Musmemppi, tbat ıt is the 
easiest thing imaginable to control or keep 
within bounds the floods of the Sacramento 
which may occur during the periodio ram storms 
of California; one of the chief objects of this 
paper will be to show that such persons take 
only & very superficial view of the subject; the 
problem to be solved 13 one by no means capable 
of go easy a solution. On account cf its import 
ance and its being perhaps the most prominent 
of proposed pallatives or preventives as yet 
brought before the publio view, snd intrinsically 
being one of the highest interest, I have deemed 
it most perhnent, and will probably prove more: 
effectively instructive to take the matter of 
levces into consideration first rather than leave 
it to be treated in what may be termed its 
naturally scientific sequence. One considerable 
advantage will be derived from doing 30, namely, 
the dispersion of error, and thas make way for 
the reception of troth, for it is alwsys-easier to 
implant an entirely new fact on the unbiased 
mind than to do so where an error bas at the

It n justly observed in the able article of J. 
& R. that for all prachcable economic pur- 
ones by sppealing to science, the waters 
that inundsted the Sacramento valley can be 
be gauged as accurately as the contents of an 
ordinary cask, and illustrative formula are 
iven to show how their deatractive effects may 
alleviated or corrected. It is one thing, 
however, to be scientifically correct in princi- 
ple and another to ech it ee N 
in an economic an ary pomt of view. 
As remarked by J. & R, nothing willibe 
easier for parties acquainted with ordinary en- 
gineering than to calculate the size and kind 
of channel best adapted to off the sarplue 
flo of water and the hight of levee neesssary 
ın such ease to protest great centers and de- 
positories of valuable property, such as Secre- 
mento. While the valable article of J. 4 
R is marked with eoasiderable perspicuity, 3t 
does not indicate Whether the remedial meas- 
ure which they candidly admit 1s 0 a crede 
suggestion, as it necessarily must on the 
data et known, is intended only 80 faras to meei 
the case of Sacramenio, or the whole Sactamen- 
to valley. From the general tenor of the paper. 
I should suspect the former, frem the title of 
the ertiele— Is the Sacramento Valley Inhabit- 
able —I would almost suspect the latter to be 
the meaning. I shall endeavor briefly to show 
that il the intention was mersly to indicate how 
the city and immediate locahiy around Basora- 
mento is to be preserved, that the gain would 
not equal the cost, and that if it is eontemplated 
to embrace ın the improvement the entre Sac- 
ramento valley hable to inundation, that mere 
levees, uvasmated by other precautionary meas- 
ures, will prove wholly ineffectiye.

If my memory 1a not defective, on two gege 
casiocs during the late rain storm four inches of 
rain fell in the course of twenty-four hours, 
certainly on one occesion it did £0, or approx- 
umated 30 closely upon tbat smount as torender 
it perfectly admissible as a basis of calculation. 
Rsasons will be given hereafter, when treating 
on the meteorology of the district which F am 
about to review, that the rain fall must fre- 
quently have been more than the four inches 
taken ag a basis of estimate in the following cal- 
eulation 

If a line iş drawn from the mouth of the Ame 
erican river, thence along its southern water 
shed up to the point where the watershed of its 
south fork terminates, on the western flank of 
the Sierra Nevada, and thence nortksriy, along 
the western watershed of that sierra, until it 
meets the range above the Big Meadows, from 
which the waters diverge into southerly and 
northerly courses, then drawing the line to the 
head of the navigation of the Saeramento, and 
thence along the Sacramento to the mouth of 
the American river, it encircles an area consid- 
erably above one hundred square miles, or 278,- 
784,000,000 square feet Estimating the rain fall 
at four inches in twenty-four hours, it will only 
be required to divide the area by three in order 
to obtain the number of cubic feet of water 
which would have fallen in that time. The quo- 
tient go derived will amount to 92928, 000, 000 
cubic feet. If we again divide (us by 86,400, 
the number of seconds in a day of twenty-four 
hours, we will find the quotient to be 1,075,000 
cubic feet of rain per second. Let us compare 
this with the heaviest ftoods of the Mississippi. 

The following is extracted from the report of 
Charles Ellett, Ir, o whom was intrusted the 
survey of the Mississippi, under order of Con- 
gress, who estimated the total discharge of 
water during the high fleod of 1851, for every 
second to be 1,134,500 cubic feet. Mr. E, 
however, further observes thia amount only ex- 
presses the discharge through the channel, to 
which had to be added the volume carried off 
by the Atchsfalaya, which was estimated to be 
below the mou h of the Bayou de Glaiser, April 
26, 1851, per second, 122,700 cubic feet. Add 
for diminution of d scharge, owing to reduction 
of surface, 12,800 cubic feet. Aggregate dis- 
charge per second of the Mississippi and Atcha- 
falaya, athigh water of 1851, 1,270,000 cubic feet. 

As, however, the flood of 1851 was three 
inches ower than that of 1850, immediately be- 

low the mouth of the Red River, Mr Ellett cal 
culated that the high water discharge of the 
Atchafalaya and M ssissippi combined could not 
at the top of the flood of 1850 have been less 
than 1 280,000 cubic feet per second, or abont 
one sixth more than would fall m the same 
period on a part of the left bank of the Sacra- 
mento between the mouth of the American 
river and the head of the navigation of the 
Sacramento. For reasons which will hereafter 
be adduced, I am convinced that for more than 
two consecutive daya during the late storm the 
rain fall on the left bank of the Sacramento was 
upwards of four inches each twenty-four hours, 
and that at a t.me when the soil was saturated and 
overflowing with previous rains and evaporation 
stationary ; consequently at such s time the rain 
immediately as it fell would at once either com- 
mence its descent to augment the waters of the 
lower Sacramento or replace the preceding de- 
posited waters already coursirg onward. In such 
a flood it is not unreasonable to calculate that 
were its overflow confined by levees, it would 
require their capacity to be equal at least to the 
conveyance of the volume of the Mississippi at 
its highest floods, descending at the rate of 
seven miles per hour; for the difference of vyol- 
ume between 1,280,000 cubic feet per second 
discharged by the Mississippi, and 1,075,000 
cubic feet per second supplied, as represented, 
to the Sacramento (or 205,000 cubic feet“, will 
be more than compensated by the waters far- 
nished by the Sacremento itself above the head 
of its navigation and the tributaries along its 
right bank. Before grappling with, it is well to 
form an estimate of the enormously gigantic 
character of the power possessed by the mon- 
ster it is proposed to subdue, the preceding 
calculations and compar sons have been made 
in order to convey in some messure to the un- 
professional reader a popular conception of the 
magnitude of the enterprise proposed to be un- 
dertaken—of confinmg the Sacramento within 
levees during heavy rain storms. 

It is well that the reader should here be in. 
formed that the immediately preceding re. 
marks, pointing ont the obstacles incident to 
the plan of controlling the waters of the Sacra» 
mento by mere levees, does not touch on prob- 
ably one-third of the actual difficulties which 
exist, or that it u proposed to bring into 
operation, which will be noticed ın due course 
hereafter. The residents and parties most 
direcily interested in the reclamation of the 
lands running through the center of the State 
need not fear, however, but remedial measures 
will be adopted; it will be the ultimate object 
of this series of papers to point out some of the 
most prominent. It will be the endeavor of the 
writer to fairly describe all the advantages and 
disadvantages which exist, or that may be 
brought into being, fer converting the Sacra- 
mento Valley into a secure and habitable con- 
dition and to control the flood waters, so that in 
future they may not become destructive. As 
will be shown hereafter, the physical geography 
of central Onhfornia is fortunately extraordin- 
arily favorable for ing out the requisite 
preventative constructions. In fact, it will be 
shown hereafter that many seemiugly natural 
and daily increasing artificial obstacles may, by 
a proper exercise of ingenuity, be made to con- 
tribute their part towards the ends desiderated, 
thus converting evils into sources of good.

LETTER FROM THE HUMBOLDT MINES. 
[CORRESPONDENCE OF THR UNION.] 


Santa CLaRA, Humboldt Co, N. T., 
January 2, 1862. 
Progress and Development of the Country- Hum · 
bolt County Organized— Candidates for Ofice—

Hoping that the waters of the mighty flood 
have dried up and subsided, and that delightful 
portion of mother earth known as Sacramento 
valley is again visible, and, that this may reach 
its destination in safety, I will endeavor to in- 
form you of the stirring events transpiring in 
this new and prosperous country. 

These mines are advancing in population and 
mineral wealth and development in a ratio truly 
astonishing, with all the elements of perma- 
nency and prosperity. Six months ago, a hand- 
fal of adventurous prospectors, located at Hum- 
boldt City, constituted their entire white popu- 
lation; snd were surrounded on all sides by a 
powerfal Indian tribe, who regarded with no 
friendly feelings, and watched with a jealous 
eye the encroachment of the white men upon 
their hitherto undisturbed posnosaions. ut 
mineral wealth will work rapid changes in any 
country, and its development requires but a 
short time to transform the wilderness into a 
densely populated community. 

Our rapid increase of population, mineral re- 
sources and prospective greatness, with a lead- 
ing and influential spirit to make the proper 
representations to the Territorial Legislature, 
induced that body to organize a new coun 
here, called Humboldt; which certainly bids 
fair to equal, if not excel, in a very short time, 
any other county in the Territory, having now 
gota start and reputation abroad which will 
soon people it with thousands of fortune-seek- 
ers from California. i 

According to an Act of the late Territorial 
Legislature, a special election throughout the 
diferent counties 1 ordered to be held on the 
second Tuesday in January, to fill the various 
county offices except Judges and Prosecuting 
Attorneys, which offices are not elective, but 
filled by appointment of the Governor. In the 
meantime, our citizens have not been idle, but 
have taken an interest in, and shown a peculiar 
penchant for political affairs that would do 
credit to older communities—with no lack of 
aspirants for politicalhonors. However, this is 
not surprising when we consider that our popu: 
lation is composed almost entirely of Califor- 
niaus! In the absence of all laws and legal 
restraints, it has been frequently remarked that 
this has been the moat orderly and peacesble 
community in the Territory; but all are well 
pessoa in having law and government estab-

ties, from the region north of the Humboldt, 
every Summer for the last four years. Here 18 
the Jargest and most inviting unprospected field 
for the miner extant; with many marvelous 
tales hanging around ıt of rich prospects in 
silver and gold haying been obtained in times 
past, the precise localities of which are not now 
known, and whether well founded or not, serve 
as allurements to the miner to make further re- 
searches hereafter. And the very fact of the 
Indians having prevented this region from bemg 
prospected, creates the impression that it 13

Whoever has anthori 
of establishing a United States fort on the Ham- 
boldt, to afford some protection to tha emi- 
grants and pioneers, will be confering immense 
benefits by taking the same under considera- 
tion and carrying 1t into effect. 

I learn from William Epler, County Surveyor, 
Iho hes been making observations here, that 
the Humboldt river, nesr by, isin 40° 45” North 
Ls*itade, and 112 miles north, and 80 miles east 
of Carson City, and directly east of Susan ville. 

Mining 1 are being carried on exten- 
sively in all of the Districts. Fourteen tunnels 
are being run in Humboldt District, about the 
sme number in Star, ten in Santa Clara, and 
Prince Royal and Buena Vista are not behind 
their neighbors in mining enterprise and rich 
leads. À new District has been formed lately, 
called El Dorado, situated between the Hum- 
bolit and Echo, on the western slope of the 
mountain, and bids fair to equal any of the 
others; also some new leads have been discov 
ered in Central District, on the north side of 
the river, by Captain Weatherlow and others, 
which promise well. Tunnels are aiso being 
run in Indian and Sacramento Districts, and in 
Red Biuff Canon. It would require too much 
space to mention the names of all the comps- 
nies and the leads to which they are now run- 
ning tunnels; but you will hear from them as 
they penetrate their leads and disclose the 
precious mineral, The Cuba lead, at Humboldt 
City, is the only one as yet that has been 
pierced at any depth with a tunnel. This com- 
pany has been ruaning a tunnel for the last 
eight months and struck their lead a few days 
since, disclosing a perfect maes of glittering 
ore. It is held at a fabulous price. 

A great many mille, to run by water power, 
are contemplated being put up here in the 
Spring, as zoon as the machinery can be got 
over the mountains. The Truett Brothers, from 
San Francisco, intend having 8 large water mill 
in operation in Star Canon, by the ist of May; 
which will probably be the pioneer mill of these 
mines. 

Our Winter has been very agreeable thus far; 
we have had but one storm to speak of, which 
came on sbout the tenth of November, and 
lasted about ten days. Snow fell in the mean 
time to the depth of one foot; but warm rains 
caused if soon to dissppear and the Humboldt 
river to rise two inches above low water mark 

A weekly express has recently been eatab- 
hshed between this point and Oroville via Honey 
Lake, by Anan Fargo of Batte county. I learn 
that the Carson express will also be run weekly. 
And last but not least among the evidences of 
progress and eivihzation on the Humboldt, is 
the fact of a newspaper about to be started 
here. C. L. Perkins, of Santa Cruz, California, 
a young member of the editorial fraternity, has 
recently been prospecting here for a location 
for a printing press, and having decided upon 
locating at Star City, has now returned to Gali- 
fornia with the intention of bringing ont 2 
printing establishment immediately. You will 
therefore soon learn all about the country 
through the columns of the Humboldt Luminary, 
and when that happy time arrives, your corre- 
spondent will lay aside his quill.

STEWART THE MILLIONAIRE —It is safe to 
affirm that no single merchant, banker, or other 
person of whatever calling in the world, is 
coining money at so rushing a rate as is Alex- 
ander T. Stewart of this city. During at least 
one year of his dry goods experience, he has 
been known to clear profits amounting to one 
million two hundred thousand dollars, and his 
gains have been estimated at a million per an- 
num; but since April last, and as the reason- 
able consequence of a lack of commercial con- 
fidence and numerous failures among merchants, 
Stewart’s business has yastly augmented, until 
his sales have ranged at a million dollars 
weekly, for weeks in succession. The trade of 
all classes seems to set like a flood towards the 
Broadway marble palace, and now, men, 
women and children, have come to consider it 
impossible to pass any number of days without 


visiting Stewart's It is the veriest beehive in 
the country at this time But, startling as it 


may seem, the retail and wholesale dry goods 
business is not the most active or profitable de- 
partment of this mammoth establishment—if 
rumor does not misstate the case We are 
told that the millionaire merchant is making 
money in fabulous sums from Government con- 
tracts for blankets, army cloth, clothing, and 
various etceteras not found usually npon the 
retail counters down stairs. It seems that 
Stewart was shrewd enough to foresee the im- 
mense and continuous demand hkely to arise 
for clothing matenals and army supplies of such 
Sort, and early proceeded to engage from many 
of the manufacturers their entire production 
for several months ahead. When our venera- 
ble Uncle Samuel came into the market he 


ty | found himself forestalled by the Broadway 


merchant, and was compelled to pay tribute at 
the marble palace or go without the goods. 
In fact, Stewart had at one time so completely a 
monopoly, that Government had to give him 
the contract for making many thousand uni- 
forms, simply because no one else could get or 
furnish the cloth from which to manufacture 
them. I know of one instance where contracta 
were so plenty in the hands of the gentleman 
referred to, that he threw in a little job of 
making fourteen or fifteen thousand uniforms 
asa sort of makeweight in negotiating the job 
of alot of army cloth. Who wouldn't be a 
member of the Union Defense Committee un- 
der such interesting circumstances °—New York 
Correspondence Boston Post.

Bat it is barely possible that our present Legis- 
lature will do anything towards improving the 
laws of the State, even if it should continue in 
session from now until next December; and it 
is not within the scope of human power for thus, 
or any other body of men, to make them worse. 
Taking this view of the matter, and it 18 the 
opinion of a majority of the people of the State, 
we think, bad the gentlemen sompomng the 
Legislative body really been as anxious to guard 
against a useless expenditure of the people’s 
money, as many of them professed to be in their 
debates upon the removal question, they would 
have devoted the time consumed in wranghn 
about adjourning and where they gho ad. 
journ to, to cresting the few really ne 
jaws the State requires, and then adjourned sine 
die. Had the members of the Legislature 
adopted this course, all the legislahng needed 
forthe present year would now be completed, 
and the gentlemen would have been at home 
among their constituents, with their chance of 
becoming returned to the next Legislature, 
much better than ıt will be, we fear, at the clo 
of the San Francisco gengen, Yreka Union.

Ricks et al vs Reed —The Act of Congress of Sep- 
tember 4, 1641, to appropriate the proceeds of the 
za les of the public lands and to grent pre-emption 
righta,” In its tenth sec fon authorizes the entry by in- 
Gividusis, in certain cascs, of portions of the pr ble 
lands, not exceeding cre handred and sixty acres, upon 
paying the msimum price of the same to the United 
States, in other words, confers pre-emptive rights or 
privileges npan individua's on complisnce with certain 
conditions. Bat the Act, in the same zect'on, reserves 
certain portions of the puthe lands from the exercise 
by i: dividuals of thin right or privilege. It declares 


among other things that no portion of the lands, 


“ which have been selected as the site for 4 eity or

By another section of the same emendatory Act the 
County Jue ge or corporate aut“ orities, as the case msy 
be, are required to dispose of the lots claimed, and for 
that pu~pos¢ to examine, ag soon as practicable, every 
claina filed, and any papers in support of the same, and 
hear such proof as may be submitted to catablish the 
right of the claimant; and, if the same be found to 
comply w'th the provis’ona of the A-t, and no confilet- 
ing claim be filed, to issus to him a certificate confirm- 
ing h’siclaim 

An Act of the Legislature, parsed on the 21th of Jan- 
usry 1560, amending a zection of the amendatory Act 
of 1856, provides for procesdings ta case there Ir any 
senate er contest In relation to the title of the lots 
claimed. It declares, in substance, that where there is 
any dispute or contest the Oounty Judge or the corpo- 
rate authorit'es as the case may be, shall hear the testi- 
mony relating thereto, and decide upon the same, and 
enter thelr decision upon the minutes of the hearing, 
and, if there be no appeal from such decision, within 
sixty days, shall Issue their certificate to the persons to 
whom the lots are awarded, that if any clalmant feel 
aggrieved by the decision, he may take an appeal there- 
from to the County within sixty daya thereafter; 
that the appeal shall be made by filing with the zald 
authorities notice thereof, and with the Olerk of the

Tt e town of Eureka, in Hanboldt county, was incor-

or nesr such Jands, and were regularly entered in the 
proper Land Office by ita suthori'ies under the Acs of 
Congress to which we have re’erred. Af er meh entry 
the Trustees gave the notice provid-d by the Act of the 
Lezislature of 1656, requiring claimacts to file à state- 
ment of thelr : lums and to present proofs of the tame, 
and under the ne conflicting claims were presented 
to the lo- which are the subject of the present contro- 
veray. Ihe action 13 brought under the Act of the 24 b 
of January, 1860, tha substance of which we have 
etated above, to determine between these conflicting 
claims. Both perties submitted to the Board of Trus 
tees proofs of their reipective cia'ms, but the Board 
awarded the lots to the cla mant Reed The adverse 
cisimants, 0.8 and Thomés Ricks, thereupon gave no- 
tice of appeal from the decision of the Byard, and fl ed 
thelr complaint egaics‘ the successful contestant. The 
complaint refers to the Acts of Cozgreas and the I 
lation of the State, and after mentioning the incorpora- 
tion of the town, the vesting of the corporate authority 
in & Board of Trus‘ees, and the public character of the 
tands, alleges that the authorities undertook the execu- 
tien of the irast imposed by those Acis and that tegis- 
lation, and after entering the lands gave public notice 
requiring the claim nta to file a statement of their 
claims; that the plaint ffs, within the time prescribed 
and in pursuance of the notice, filed such statement of 
their claim to the lots; that the ground of their 
claim was, that they were citizens of the United 
States, residents of the county of Humboldt, and occu- 
pants of the town, and tha, they held title and right to 
the Ista from the sssigneea of one of the original occu- 
pants and locators of the town, and by pseceable pos- 
seasion and improvement of the same, and that there- 
after, within the time required by the notice and law, 
they sobmitted to the corporate authorities competent 
and sufficient proof in support of thelr claim, but that 
the Board, disregarding the requirements of the Acts 
mentioned, and in violation of their dutles, rejected 
the claim ard confirmed the adverse claim of the con- 
testant, Reed, who set up some right to the lots, but 
who, asthe plaintiffs eliege, held no proper or legal 
right thereto, snd failed fo prove any such to the Board. 
The complaint concludes with a prayer for judgment, 
that the pisintiffs be awarded ihe lots, and that a 
proper certificate be issued to them To this comp‘aint 
the defendant demurred on the alleged ground that the 
County Court had no jurisdiction of the subject of the 
action, and that the complaint did not state facts suffi- 
olen: to cons'itute s caure of action, The demurrer 
being overruled, the defendant filed his answer, in 
which he insists that the rules and regulations of the 
legislative authority of the Siste were not Intended, by 
the Acts of Oorgzess, to confer upon the corporate au- 
thorities the power to determine the right of the defen- 
dant or of any other person.

He lo denies that the pialntiffs 
have any lawful right or claim to the Jots in con- 
troversy, or, ever had peaceable poszezzion cf the 
same, but on the contrary, avers that in the 
year 1855, the premises were in the actual peaceable 
porsession and occupsucy of one James R. Duff, a citi- 
zen of the United States, and a residect of Humboldt 
county, and were improved by him; that after war 
in January, 1656, the defendant by the permission 
consent of the said Daff, entered upon the possession of 
the lots and Improved tbe game, and has sincs then con- 
tinued in the actual and peaceable possession and oc- 
cupancy thereof, that the premises were conveyed to 
him by the sald Doff, by deed duly exeented, acknowl- 
edged and recorded, bearing date on the 30 hof Angust, 
1559, and that they are of the value of two thoasand 
dollars, This portion of the ans zer alleging a right de- 
rived from Daff was, on motion of the plaintiffs, stricken 
out as irrelevant and immaterial, 


On the trial the plaintiffs proved that Issac Wilson 
was one of the original occupants and locators of the 
town, and that he tock up and cccupied a tract of pub- 
lic land at the time unoccupied, containing one hun- 
dred and sixty acres, or theresboute, embracing the 
lots in controversy, and then traced title by deed from 
Wilson to one Orosler, dated in December, 1850, and 
from Crosier to themselves, dated ía May, 1838 
Tae proof of the original ocecpancy and location by 
Wilson was objected to as frreevant on the alleged 
ground that such occupzney and location were on- 
authorized by any Act of Congress, and that the provi 
sions of the Act of the Legislature of the State upon this 
subje_t were inoperative and vold, To the mesne con- 
veyavoes the farther objection was taken that they 
were not properly ackcowlsdged and recorded. The 
several objections were ovérruled, and with the addi- 
tional proof that the plaintifs were citizens of the 
United States, and residents and occupants of the town 
of Eareka, they rested their case.

HORRORS OF EAST TENNESSEE. 


Oppressed Condition of the Loyal Peoplo—Hang- 
ing of Union Men—Patheile Appeal for Help.

The National Intelligencer is permitted to 
take the following extract from a private letter 
addressed to Senator Johnson, of Tennessee, by 
a gentleman at Crab Orchard, Kentucky. The 
writer is an East Tennesseean and an assistant 
surgeon in the army. It is impossible to read 
his pathetic narrative of the suffering of bis 
people and not repeat the emphatic inquiry 
with which this extract concludes: 

“T have visited our friends of the two East 
Tennessee regiments at Somerset, and saw a 
number of my acquaintances from Hamilton, 
Rhea, Bledsoe and Marion counties, According 
to their reports (and they are reliable) no people 
were ever so cruelly treated as our Union friends 
are in those counties. Squads of rebel soldiers 
are literally scouring the country. The Union 
men have had to flee from their homes and hide 
amid the fastnesses and caves of the mountains, 
and the rebels pursue and hunt them day and 
night like wild beasts. Hundreds are trying to 
make their way to Kentucky, while hundreds 
despair of reaching here, and still he concealed 
in the mountains freezing and starving. All 
that the rebels can capture they hurry off to 
Tuscaloosa, Alabama, or to the Penitentiary at 
Nashville; or, which is worse still, murder and 
leave them to rot in the mountains. They also 
destroy and steal all kinds of property—horses, 
cattle, hogs, corn, bedding, furniture, clothing, 
cloth, ete, and they report that it is getting 
worse every day. Good Heavens! cannot, will 
not the Government send help to them $” 


A correspondent of the Nashville Patriot, 
writing from Knoxville, Tennessee, under date 
of December 18th, gives the following account 
of the hanging of one of the bridge burners 


On Tuesday last, five minutes after 12 M., 
the execution of Charles Alexander Hann, con- 
vieted of being engaged in the recent conspir- 
acy to burn the bridgea on the railroad in East 
Tennessee, took place just outside the corpora- 
tion limits of the mty, m the presence of a large 
concourse of citizens and soldiers. A deep feel- 
ing seemed to pervade the large audience in 
sympatby with this deluded man, and manifest- 
ations of it were not unfrequent. He wag con- 
veyed from the city prison to the gallows, dis- 
tant about one mile, in an ordinary wagon, 
drawn by two mules, and attended by a file of 
soldiers. When they had reached the place of 
execution, he seemed yery much affected, and, 
in answer to a gentleman who interrogated him, 
spoke, in substance, as follows: 

“T leave a wife and three small children; but 
for them I could die satisfied. I did want to 
live long enough to raise these little ones up in 
the way in which they should go; but I am 
doomed to die. I also leave a gray-haired 
mother, a mother who raised me right, and to 
leave her, too, it breaks my heart, Gentlemen, 
T have erer been a consistent Christian, and my 
present unhappy situation is more attributable, 
I assure you, ta the teachings of base men than 
to any evil motives of my own. I have been 
asked if my time was to go over again would I 
be guilty of the cnme which has brought me 
to the gallows? I answer most unhesitatingly, 
that under the same circumstance I would burn 
the bridge again. I ask the prayers of every 
Christian in this audience I die with a full 
assurauee of meeting all such in heaven. I 
deare my remains to be conveyed to Midway, 
Green county, to Sarah Hann ” 

After a most impressive prayer for the spir- 
itual welfare of the culprit, by the Chaplain, 
the black cap was placed on the prisoner’s head, 
adjusted by himself, and the rope tightened 
about his neck, the trap door fell—a shriek, a 
| shudder, and all was over—the spirit took its 

flight into eternity !

We happen to know that the bridges were 
burned in East Tennessee purauant to an under- 
standing with our Government, and that General 
Sherman made a solemn promise that as soon’ 
asthe news of the destruction of the bridges 
reached him he would push a strong column 
through Cumberland Gap or some other gap, to 
the assistance of the uprisen Union men. Af- 
ter the news of the battle of Wild Cat, the 
time fixed for burning the bridges was changed, 
and they were burned a week sooner than was 
originally intended, aß it was thought desirable 
to cut off reinforcements from Zollicoffer just 
as our troops would be chasing him through the 
Gefiles of the mountains. 

The Tennesseeans, who crossed the moun- 
tains to give definite information of the bridge 
burning, found our troops making that horrible 
and fatal retreat from London.

And all the while nothing has been 
wanting but a little enterprise to enable the 
Union troops to go into and take possession of 
Eastern Tennessee, Nothing but an imbecility 
that is absolutely frightful has prevented our 
troops from establishing themselves here. The 
fortifications at Cumberland Gap are nothing.
